Sir Herbert Samuel on Palestine 


HE second Lucien Wolf Memorial Lecture, delivered by 
Sir HERBERT SAMUEL under the auspices of the Jewish 


Historical Society, drew as crowded sind distinguished an 
idience to University College last Monday as did the first 
Lecture by VISCOUNT CECIL on the subject of Minorities. The 


Society is to be congratulated on the constructive contribution 
it is making to the elucidation of vital problems. It is not only 
reconstructing a Jewish past: it is helping to build a Jewish 
' Sir HERBERT'S address well befitted the occasion. and 
was worthy of the great man in whose memory the Lecture 
founded. It was a masterly and profoundly impressive 
review of the latter-day story of the Jewish National Home, 
from the moment when it was still but the fabric of a dream to 
the present day when Palestine and prosperity are almost 
interchangeable terms—a story of which Sir HERBERT might 
have said Pars magna fui!” For the most part, the historic 
or rather behind-the-scenes incidents he related are familiar to 
-tudents of Zionism.

The first is that, on the factsas Sir HEKBERT 
states them, there can be no doubt that when the question of

In 
‘the conversation which he had with Sir EDWARD GREY in 
November, 1914, he said that an opportunity might come for 
the fulfilment of the ancient aspiration of the Jewish people and 
“the restoration in Palestine of a Jewish State.’

But in his conversation with Sir EDWARD GREY he had already 
seemed to discount that factor. “The building up of a new 
State from the foundations,” he told-the Foreign Secretary, 
was. of course, an undertaking of the most formidable character, 
especially in view of the elements which were to be found in the 
present population of Palestine. But he felt sure that it could 
be accomplished.” If only for the purpose of historic reference 
it is as well that tliese statements have been authoritatively 
placed on record! Let it be further pointed out that to the 
notable Englishmen mentioned above as contemplating the 
creation of a Jewish State, must be added, as Mr. S. LANDMAN 
shows in the speech which we report this week, the name of 
LORD BALFOUR himself, while the EMIrR FEISATL is also definitely 
nailed down as a sympathiser with the scheme. 

Sir HERBERT did good service in making short work of the 
Arab pretension that the Balfour Declaration violated a pledge 
previously given to the leaders of the Arab revolt against the 
Turks—viz., that Britain would do her best to establish, as part 
of the post-war settlement, a pan-Arab dominion in which 
Palestine would be included. The Lecturer insisted, however, 
that if it was clear that the assurances given to the Arabs did 
not apply to Palestine west of the Jordan, it was equally 
clear that they did apply to the territory to the East, and that 
that was why the Balfour Declaration could not have been 
extended to Transjordan. But, assuming that Jewish 
migration to that land was barred—an assumption by no 
means universally accepted—a Transjordan barred and bolted 
against Jewish settlement is surely a cruel arrest of Zionist 
initiative and in harsh conflict with the imperious needs not 
only of the Yishuvy but of the thousands of oppressed Jews 
hungering to escape from misery. After all, the distinction 
between East and West of the Jordan is a purely arbitrary one, 
recalling such political errors as the Polish Corridor, for 
Historically both sides of the Jordan are Palestine and Jewish.

Great Britain cannot violate her pledges. But if, as reliable 
reports show, there are many in Transjordan who, for their own 
sakes, would welcome Jewish settlers, that cannot be an inade- 
quate reason for asking Britain’s sympathetic support for such a 
step, or at least an attitude of benevolent neutrality towards it.

Sit HERBERT also referred, quite incidentally, to the 
famous interview with the Emir FErISAL which appeared in 
The Jewish Chronicle in 1919, which, he said, had given 
rise to mtsunderstanding. If there was any misunder 
standing, this paper was not to blame. It has before 
now been alleged that the EMIR had misunderstood the 
questions put during the interview. We demonstrated at the 
time that if he did so that was his fault and not ours. And, 


as a matter of fact, a proof of the interview was submitted to 
him before publication, and in returning it the EMIR expressed 
the opinion that the interview was very well done and sincerely, 
congratulated the Editor. . We hope we have heard the las! 
of this matter. For the rest, Sir HERBERT'S address-was nol 
only an inspiring record of Palestine’s progress, but an eloquent 
and moving reminder of the ullimate purpose of the restoration 
for which Jews cannot be too grateful. It is good to hear 
again that “it is the flowering once again of the Jewish spirit "’ 
in Palestine upon which our hearts and hopes must be set. 
Sir HERBERT breathed the wish that perhaps, out of the soul 
of a re-born Palestine, there may Come once again a great 
religious message, the new message for which our modern 
world is watching and waiting. But long years ago the Law 
went forth from Zion-——the Law of righteousness, brotherhood 
and peace.

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Wednesday's German Football Invasion 


ESPITE the strong protests raised, the football match 
between a German and an English team is to be played 
at Tottenbam, next Wednesday, as arranged. We 

profoundly revret decision. We do SO, not because we are 
kill-iovs bent on marring a happy sporting event, or because we 
are moved: by any mischief-making impulse in the sphere of 
international relations. We are as jealous for peace as any, 
and Jewish joy and proficiency in many branches of sport have 


been demonstrated up to the hilt, time and again, and not least 


in the greatest sporting event of all, the Olympie Games. 


Nor have we been actuated by any wish to introduce polities 
into sport. If that intention has been harboured anywhere, it 
has been in-Germany, and it is-to the organisers of the German 
footballers” visit whohave,. from the outset, given a 
twist to the oceasion, that anv caveat on that score should be 
sddressed. Qur own attitude is dictated solely by a feeling. of 
astonishment that a sporting game should be played) with 
the representatives of a country where the very chements 
sportsmuinship are contemptuousls trodden Into the nite. 
If sportsmanship means one thing it means fair play, and 
fair play is notoriously denied to Jewish athletes mn Germany 
as it is te everv other section of their coreligionists. ft 1s, 
in fact. an unknown thing in the Nazi Germany of to-day. 
We observe that a certain Dr. Bauwens, of Cologne, described 
asa member of the International Board, has declared that his 
who are coming to will be thre of the 
nation which has created the fair play which has become the 
rule of life of every Koglishman.’. He. believes, accordingly, 
that his courstrymen will be offered an example of the 

traditional British sportsmanship.” Until the Nazis show 
signs of copying the British spirit they so much admire we 
shall continue to regard a anatch with a representative German 
team as a degradation of sport and, therefere, a cruel dis 
service lo it. 

Qne important point remains. We would once. again 
warn our co-religionists in London to leave the match 
severely alone. They have registered their protest, and 
nothing that they eould do could prevent next Wednesday's 
play from taking place. - Any attenipt at interference with 
the match could only provoke disturbance general 
hostility, and be worth many moral gouls” to German 
Jewry's persecutors. We hope, therefore, that Jews will 
content themselves with a total boycott of the event. At the 
same time, a corresponding duty is unmistakably laid upon the 
authorities in this country. That an attempt is being made in 
Germany to use the occasion for propaganda is patent. A 
vreat army of Germans, running into many thousands, is to 
invade London in connection with the match. Its advance 
guard is even due several days before the teams meet, 
These men will be° conspicuous in the London strvets. 
If they are permitted to indulge in the advertising of the Nazi 
regime, or. to trail their coats in the presence of the many in 
this country to whom Nazism is anathema, then unwelcome 
~ incidents” might. oecur. If ~ no polities” it is to be. then it 
is up to the authorities to see that the ban is made effective in 
the quarter where it is most needed. This, we observe with 
satisfaction, is also the attitude taken up by the General Council 
of the Trades Union Congress. The Council has called the 
attention of the HOME SECRETARY to the fact that wide 
sections of the British people view with abhorrence the 
brutal intolerance displayed by the Nazi Government towards 
the organtsed workers, warning him of the grave risk of 
serious disturbances if the German programme for the match is 
carried out. The Council, indeed, goes further and appeals to 
Sir JOUN SIMON to prohibit the fixture altogether. This would 
undoubtedly be the surest way to prevent reactions which could 
only increase rather than diminish the existing bitter feelings. 
The Council points out that the presence in London of a large 
contingent of Nazis would be interpreted as a gesture of 
sympathy by the Government with a movement whose aims 
and methods have evoked the strongest condemnation from 
every section of publi¢ opinion in this country, including the 
PRIME MINISTER and members of the Cabinet. This danger is a 
very realone. We can only say that if the men in Berlin are

a number of very excellent addresses—more 
especially those by Mr. Herbert Adler and Mr. Nathan Morris—and 
0 ie very fine speech by Councillor Gordon, deputising for the Lord 
Mayor of Liverpool. Delivered in quiet tones, the unforced eloguen:e 
of this speech was one of the most moving protests against intoler- 
ance yet heard even in this country, the classic land of freedom, and 


none but Nazis around him, he 
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deserves to reach the widest audience not merely in Britain, but in 
lnnds which, alas, are strangers to British traditions. 


Tue Conference was attended by many teachers of Hebrew and 
religion, drawn from all parts of the country. 
In that respect it performed a signal service. 
These men, toiling often in scattered areas 
under heartbreaking conditions, were made 
to feel that they are not isolated and perhaps forgotten units, but 
parts of a great system working in a spirit of camaraderie to a 
common end. In addition, a valuable opportunity was afforded for 
the exchange of opinions and information. The whole of the 
proceedings were marked by an enthusiasm which is heartening in 
these trying days, and the local organisers of the Conference are to 
be congratulated on the efficiency with which their work was 
conducted. Time and again, recently, we have recorded similar 
atherings to that held in Liverpool. Ii would seem that an 
awakening has come at last to the gravity of our educational and 
religious outlook. Is it the stirring of the dry bones?

But the 
true brother is Joseph towards his brethren. For after all the evil 
they had done him, it is written that Joseph comforted his brothers 
and spoke to their hearts. He touched the tender cords of their 
emotions, and appealed to their finer nature. He returned good for 
evil. Not hatred nor treachery will bring brother to brother, but the 
conquest of evil and the triumph of love.

Are Parents Failures ? 

‘6 ARENTS are unfitted by nature te bring up children!’ This 
was the alarming proposition debated over the wireless the 
other evening by those two redoubtable gladiators in the literary 
arena, Mr. Bertrand Russell and Mr. G. K. Chesterton. As a 
gladiatorial display it was not bad, Mr. Chesterton doing his 
level best to live up to his reputation as a spinner of humorous 
paradoxes. But it led nowhere! I suppose that if children had 
asked for their opinion they would bave carried the 
proposition with acclamation. Even parents, seeing what a sorry 
mess they often make of their parental: functions, might have 
hesitated before coming down on the negative side. But no vote 
of course, taken, even of the audience who witnessed 
the duel and who seemed very much to enjoy the verbal thrusts. 
Well, Mr. Russell was gladiator No. 1. He spoke to the proposition. 
ut, strangely enough for such a thinker, he hardly ever kept to his 
subject. He began by announcing that he wou!d deal mostly with. 
mothers, for the reason that he only knew of two fathers who had 
really influenced their children, aud the influence was bad-in both 
cases. One of these fathers begat the great Carthaginian General 
liannibal, and Hannibal came to a bad end. The other produced 
the famous logician John Stuart Mill, and the effect of his influence 
was that whenever Mill seemed to be really arriving at sound conclu.

sions he saw his father’s ghost, so to speak, and ended up with a 


ompromise between truth and father! No; it was the mothers 
who really brought up the children—a theory curiously reminiscent 
of the explanation given of the several oceasions in the Old 


festament where a king's mother is mentioned, and not his father, 


vamely that—it was his mother who had made him what he was! 


IVEN, then, that it is to our mothers that we are beholden for 

the characters we develop, Mr. Russell pointed to the heavy 
death-rate among children as proof that mothers were unfit by 
nature to bring up their offspring. True, he admitted, there had 
been a great reduction of infant mortality, but that was only due 
to improved sanitation, medical discoveries and so forth. Mr. Russell 
did not notice that, by this admission, he was giving his whole 
case away: for if sanitation and discovery proceed much further, 
the mortality will be still further diminished—in other words, 
excessive child mortality is attributable not to the inefficiency of 
the maternal instinct but to the deadly conditions. in which 
it is working, including the inefficiency of doctors who are 
baffled by diseases, bad housing, inadequate maternal train- 
ing, etc. In a word, Mr. Russell proved not that motherhood 
was incapable or unfit, but that it did not have a fair 
chance. Then, again, on the psychological side, mothers, argued 
Mr. Russell, either had a lot of children, or a few. If they hada 
lot they got hot and bothered and tired, and could not look 
after them properly. If they had a few, they concentrated 
with fiendish persistency on the kiddies, and worried, pestered, 


pampered and spoiled their miserable little victims. But it 
is surely obvious that if, in their eagerness to bring up 
plump and healthy children, they give their infants meat 


and tea, that is not because their maternal instincts are wroug 
but because these instincts are not guided and educated. And 
if their families are too numerous to be properly looked after, 
that proves nothing against the natural fitness of mothers, but onty 
that their capacity is unduly burdened and strained. The difficulty 
would not be overcome if, as the speaker seemed to suggest, the 
childven were put into nursery schools, because (1) the nurses with 
n large number of children would be liable to become just as hot and 
bothered as the mothers, and (2) because the children would be sur- 
rendered to a sort of professional rather than natural mother, which 
might not be good for them, though, as was pointed out, when the 
children are ill we do not hesitate to hand them over to professional 
nurses in hospital! However, as lL have said, the debate got nowhere— 
unless it be to the nearest river. For the opener gave it as his 
opinion, almost at the start, that not only were parents unfitted by 
nuture to bring up children but that nobody else was, and the 
logical conclusion must therefore be drawn that the only thing to 
do is to go one better than Pharaoh of old and drown the lot, girls 
as well as boys! That's what comes of logicians meddling in 
mundane affairs! Countries, said a famous Statesman long ogo, 
are not governed by logic! 


S I listened, however, the thought forced itself on me : Supposing 

it had been Jewish parents whose capacity had been subjected 

to such a searching sorutiny ; how would they have come out of the 
test? I read in THe Times, the other day, a moving tribute, by a 
non-Jew, to the tender solicitude of Jews for their children: I 
wondered, at the moment, to what extent the records of the Royal 
Society for the Prévention of Cruelty to Children would bear out 
this encomium—lI believe they would be favourable. However, 
Jews have, or used to have, large families. Have their children 
suffered, as a consequence, in the way that children in general 
are, in like circumstances, said to have done? Has the maternal 
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fitness of Jewish

But on what has been called the psychological 
side, | have considerable doubts about some Jewish mothers—and 
fathers too for that matter—I stress that word “some.” Iam afraid of 
that tender solicitude which gets harmfully busy, whether the family 
issmall orlarge. Intense Jewish love for children is carried to the 
length of positive blindness, or, at any rate, it imposes on the 
parents an intellectual squint, sothat it sees genius in mediocrity. 
Jewish children are always “clever,” with the result that. they 
are persuaded to study and to enter professions which may be 
overcrowded and for which they sometimes may have no special 
aptitude. Then, again, the worship by many Jews of the god 
and their love of making a good show, are definitely 
injurious to their children, whose training is therefore lop-sided, 
and who grow up, at best, incomplete, because materially-minded, 
men and women,

EWISIL parents’ love of their children frequently runs to positive 
idolatry. It knows no limits, and it is calculated to produce 


insufferable cads. Could anything be more vividly illustrative of 
that fact than the ridiculous fuss made of Barmitzvah boys, who. 
instead of being tauglit modesty on the threshold of their lives, are 
feted and put upon a pedestal like somauy heroes, with the resulting 
danger that these mere sprigs of humanity are taught to become 
sprigs without the initial letter? Really. when one reflects upon 
the abuse of this simple little religious ceremony. one alinost begins to 
wender whether the time has not come to abolish it once for all. and so

Jewish parents | am referring to have to graspthe truth that if hats 
has to be punished, love has to be'diseiplined. 


cut out a debasement which it seems impossible to estape. 


They must get them 
a sense of proportion whether in their care for their children or in 
respect of the relative values of the factors that make life worth 
living. Not war, but luxury and sloth, I saw it written some. 
where recently, are the real perils to civilisation. Two more points. 
Jewish parenthood in this country, during the past generaticn, 
certainly failed in numerous instances, though perhaps from no 


fault of its own. The fathers and mothers from abroad, unable to 


speak the language of their children born in this country, or worse 


still, speaking it faultily, lost touch with their young to some extent. 
Often they hid their conversation from them by speaking in a 
foreign tongue, and their difference of mentality from that of their 
offspring widened still further the gap between parent and child as 
time went on. Who knows what influence these things, exerted 
in producing the loud or otherwise unpleasing characters we see 
around us to-day? Secondly, and mainly from want of know- 
ledge, no doubt, parents were unable to justify their religion to 
their young living in an age of religious doubt. The parents 
stuck more or less sturdily to their creed and its practices; 
the youth went their own way as soon asthe hour of release from 
tutelage had struck! Of course—-tocome back to the main question 
of parental fitness to rear children—the present system does rest 
upon the supposition that whether in matters moral or physical. 
the parent, however ignorant, knows best what is right for his 
offspring. That may be a vicious delusion. Butthe basis of society 
is, after all, the home, and nobody, so far as | am aware, bas hit on 
a worthier and workable substitute!

Vie. BERNARD S. DEUTSCH (New York). 

The well-known American Jewish lawyer, Mr. Bernard 8. 
Deutsch. died suddenly in New York on Thursday evening of last 
week after a brief illness. Born 
in Baltimore, Maryland, fifty-one 
Venrs ago, Mr. Deutsch was edu- 
cuted at the College of the ¢ ity of 
New York and the Law School. 
lle was admitted to the New York 
Bar in 1905 and bad been in active 
practice until his death. tHe was 
un leader of the New York Bar. and 
was narrowly defeated the 


elections for the Court 
in 1052, when he sought oflice as 
an independent candidate with 
Lhe endorsement of the Dar \SSO- 
ciations. tle was President of the 
New York City Board of \idermen 
snd a leader in the Municipal 
Reform Movement which resulted 
in the defeat of the ‘Tammany 
organisation at the last muni ipal 
elections. heenly interested in 
Jewish communal = affairs, the 
deceased streceeded iv 
\\ ist? ibs President of the

Mr. Deutsch held a very high place in American legal circles.

Treasurer and Chairman of the Executive Committee of the Joint 
Conference of local Bar Assoctations, and Treasurer and a member 
of the ( ouference ral (onl. kor three terms he 
been President of the board of tous of the bronx Cotints bar 
Association. and was a Vice-President of the New York County 
lLawvers Association (the largest Bar Association in the world) and 
«a member of the Executive Committee’ of the New York State Bar 
Association. since the deceased had been mber Ol th 
Committee on Character and Fitness of the First Judicial Department, 
which dee des onthe qualifications of applre aunts for admission to the 
Bar. In 19032. he was elected Vice-President of the Bronx Chamber 
of Commerce. Asa measure of his popularity, two testimonial dinners 
were given in his honour by his legal colleagues and by his friends 
and supporters of the American Jewish Congress. He was one of 
the leaders in the forces marshalling public opinion against the 
maltreatment of Jewsin Germany. Particularly noteworthy was his 
open letter to the late President Hindenburg, in which he called 
the chief executive to remove Hitler from the 
(hancellorship. ‘lhe deceased was married in 1918, to Frances 
Weinstein. He had been planning to visit Poland next summer, in 
an effort to bring about some amelioration tm the condition of the 
Jews in that country. 

‘The memorial service on Sunday at the Temple Emanu-El was 
nttended by over 2,500 people, including detachments of the New 
York Police and Fire Departments and members of the Board of 
Aldermen. Rabbi Dr. Stephen Wise officiated, Messages of condolence 
were received from President Roosevelt and other notables. _Mavor 
La Guardia ordered that flags on all municipal buildings should be 
flown at half-mast for ten days, 


LADY SALOMONS 


‘The death occurred on Saturday, at the age of eighty. of Dame 
Laura Julia, widow of Sir David Salomons, Bart., of Broomhill. 
‘Tunbridge Wells, a pioneer in motor and electrical inventions (who 
died in 1925),. The deceased was the younger daughter of the late 
Baron Hermann de. Stern and sister of the first Lord Michelham. 
She was married in 1882 to Sir David Salomons, who took the 
additional surnames of Goldsmid and Stern. In 1028, Lady 
Salomons presented to Cambridge University the scientific apparatus 
which her husband had accumulated over a period of half-a-century.

SETTLEMENT AND TRAINING. 

A record of unprecedented difficulties, victoriously overcome. 
in dealing with the plight of large sections of Jewry, is revealed in 
the report for 1934 of the Jewish Colonisation Association (Ica). 
presented by the President, Sir Osmond d' Avigdor-Goldsmid. 

The Ica in 1954 wes faced, it is declared, with a dual task: of 
keeping alive its existing work, and of seeking for new méans of 
rendering practical aid to Jews in many parts of the world. As a

resu't of its work, the economic situation of thousands of Jews bad 
become consolidated, and, it is stated by way of example, that over 
26,000 Jews have been settled on the land in Ica settlements in the 
Argentine. ‘The Ica, it is pointed out, still possesses vast tracts of 
land overseas which it desires to populate. This it would do, 
profiting by the lessons of past experience and assisted by the 
Governments concerned. 


| Revitalising Rumanian Jewry 

In Eastern Europe, the report continues, the Ica’s efforts were 
being directed mainly to agriculture and technical training. In 
Poland, in 1934, the Ica was concerned in 5,700 agricultural under 
takings: while in Bessarabia 3,000 families had been established on 
the land. In Sub-Carpathia and in the Marmaros area in Rumania. 
thanks to the Ica’s work in developing the milk industry, tree 
growing and bee-culture, the Jewish population had been virtually 
revitalised. Assistance had also been given to cultivators of tobacco, 
sugar-beet, grapes, etc. As a result of the efforts of the Ica, through. 
out its forty-four years of existence, hundreds of thousands of Jews 
now lived by agriculture in the Argentine, Brazil, Canada, U.S.A., 
Palestine and Eastern Europe. 

Technical training had been equally fostered. Short-period 
courses had been arranged whereby one thousand youths had to be 
trained annually. Over 5,000 apprentices were being trained 
annually in Poland, Latvia and at Kishineff.

Changes in the Colonial Secretaryship 


The Legislative Council Menace 


From our Parliamentary Correspondent | 


Members interested in Palestine affairs are generally of the Opinion 
that the change made in the Colonial secretaryship from Mr. Malcolm 
MacDonald to Mr. J. H., Thomas, M.P. is not likely to alter materially 
the policy of the Government towards the mandated territory. The 
appointment caused some surprise, as many were of the opinion that 
Mr. Ormsby (,ore would be chosen as Colonial Secreta y in the event of 
a change being made. It is felt that Mr. Thomas will be as approachable 
as his predecessor in office. I understand that several members of the 
groups which visited Palestine with Mr. Barnett Janner during the 
lifetime of the last Parliament, intend to seek an audience with Mr. 
Thomas shortly after Parliament re-opens. 

Professor Brodetsky is meeting Col. Wedgwood, M.P., carly next 
week to discuss Palestine affairs. During the election, warm messages 
were received from Palestine, and in particular from Mr. Dizengoff, by 
ex-member candidates who had visite. that country and had left with its 
inhabitants pleasant memories of warm friendship. 

One of the chief protagonists in the House of the Arab opposition 
claims, Colonel A. K. Todd, has not been re-elected, and T do not antici 
pate that a strong anti-Zionist attitude will be adopted by any of the new 
Members. 

Members have little doubt that the determination of the High 
Commissioner to proceed with establishing a Legislative Council will 
result in definite steps being taken in this direction before long, although 
the present situation in Abyssinia may hold matters up for a short time. 

The troublesome conditions in the Italo-Abyssinian war-zone have 
turned the attention of many who had previously not taken much interest 
in Palestine, towards the importance of having a friendly population in 
that country, and the impression prevails that this will create an extension 
of a more sympathetic interest in the Jewish National Home, 

The absence of Sir Herbert: Samuel from the present Parliament is 
strongly deplored by members of all parties; and considerable surpris 
and concern have been expressed at the non-re-election of Mr. Barnett 
Janner, particularly by many who assisted him in his Palestine andother 
Jewish work in the last Parliament:

Few Souvenirs Offered 


The Sale of East Cliff Lodge and its contents created great interest 
in the Isle of Thanet. From far and near people came to Ramsgate to 
view the famous Mansion of Sir Moses Montefiore, which had been in the 
hands of the Montefiore family since 1851. 

As one walked through the halls one could not help thinking of the 
creat Sir Moses and his devoted wife who had passed there so many 
happy hours. There the Centenarian entered into eternal rest. [t was 
sad to reflect that this link has had to be broken. ‘The house came under 
the hammer to pass out of the hands of the family. It isto be hoped 
that the new owner will keep at least its ** Gothic library” intact. This, 
the favourite room of Sir Moses, originally a chapel (one can see the 
remnants of an organ) has undergone very little change, and carries the 
Montefiore crest.on one of its windows. 

A marquee was erected in the courtyard, in which the sale of furniture 
was conducted. It reminded one of the good old days when Sir Moses 
used to entertain his guests in his Succah, which stood on that very spot. 
No doubt the prospective purchasers who wished to pick up Montefiore 
souvenirs were disappointed, as there were very few mementoes relating 
to the “Grand Old Man” of Jewry. A life-size picture of Bir Moses hold 
ing in his hand the telegram sent him by Queen Victoria ou his hundredth 
birthday, which formerly adorned a wall of the dining-room, had dis. 
appeared. The room looked bare; bereft, too, of its family portraits of 
which so many were collected here. Only one large portrait of Sir Moses 
was put up for sale. There was a deed-box with the inscription, “ Holy 
Land Collections "—a silent witness to the great pioneer work of a century 
ago. Other items in this connection were a few pictures of Jerusalem 
and hand-written Mizrachs presented to Sir Moses from the Holy Land 
and elsewhere. 

All Hebrew books had been taken out of the Library and there were 
but few Judaica. Hunters of Montefioriana had to be content with the 
bookplate of Sir Moses, carefully stuck in every book and containing his 
coat-of-arms and the motto ‘Think and Thank,’ occasionally a “book 
had a dedication to Sir Moses written by the donor, or a few words in the 
margin in Sir Moses’s handwriting, Otherwise there were but few objects 
of Jewish interest.

CONFUSION IN THE COURTS 
Legality of Dismissal of Jews 


The contusion in the Law Courts over the enforcement ot + 
racial laws was stmkingly demonstrated recently when two Cour 
wave directly contrary decisions in cases involving the same princi) 
and almost identical facts. In both cases, Jews sued their forme: 
for Compensation for dismissal from their positions withou' 
suthcient reason. The defence of the employers in both cases wu: 
that they wished to display “Arvan bustness” signs and were refuse: 
permission to do so by the German Labour Front unless the) 
discharged them Jewish employees. 

In Frankfort-on-Main, the local Labour Court rejected the 
application for compensation of a Jewish employee who had_ served 
lus firnn for fourteen vears, and ruled that it was “in the interests of the 
firm to display the above sign.” In Oberhausen, the Labour Court mm 
a similar case ruled in favour of the employee,an-spite of the fact that 
the employer insisted that he had to dismiss the Jew because the 
Distnet Office of the German Labour Front demanded that action. 

In its judgment, the Court declared that the Labour Front has 
no authority to enforce the dismissal of Jewish employees, and that 
a Jew cannot be dismissed on the sole ground that he is a Jew. 
Furthermore, the Court declared that such dismissals are in dis- 
obedience ot the warmng of Dr. Schacht, Minister for Econonne 
Affairs, repeated by Dr. Goebbels, Minister of Propaganda, against 
molesting Jews in economic life. When counsel for the employer 
argued that Conditions had changed sinee the proclamation of the 
Nuremberg laws, the Court declared that the Nuremberg laws so far 
atlected only the mghts of citizenship, and had no bearing on commerce 
and employment.

THE RACIAL LAWS 
Lithuanian Jews Released 


Two Lithuanman Jews, Yomtov Lipman and Leo Balkind, arrested 
on charges of Rassenschande—racial desecration—under the Nurembery 
laws, have been released after strong representations by the Lithuanian 
Legation in Berlin. 

Both had to leave Germany immediately as “ undesirable aliens.” 
Lipman, who was arrested in Leipzig, spent a month in jail. Balkind, 
who was arrested in Dresden, was kept in prison for nineteen days. 
According to Lipman, there are about sixty foreign citizens held in 
Leipzig jul on trumped-up charges. .Most of them are citizens of 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. 


DOMESTIC SERVICE 
Men Apply for Women’s Jobs 


_ A demand that the prohibition against the employment by Jews 
of.“Aryan” female domestie servants under thirty-five should be 
extended to prevent also the employment of “Aryan”. men as 
domestics is being made by the Press service of the Hitler Youth 
Organisation, the “Reichsjugend Presse Dienst.” 

The demand is advanced in view of the fact that in many Jewish 
homes where “Aryan” servant girls have to be dismissed under the 
Nuremberg laws by January Ist, “Aryan” men are applying for the 
positions. In some Jewish homes they are being given the positions 
vacated by the servant girls. “It is against the spirit of our new 
German youth that young Germans should become the boot-blacks 
of members of an alien race,” the Press service declares.

have been given the opportunity of participating in the Games. 
Everywhere, where “non-Aryan” athletes appear, nothing will be 
done in opposition to the Olympic idea. There will be no posters or 
anything of a disturbing nature to interfere with the true elements 
of sport.” Altogether, the Count was satisfied that there was nothing 
te complain about. 

In a subsequent issue of the TELEGRAAF, a rejoinder appears from 
Mr. A. Asscher, President, and Professor, Dr. D. Cohen, Hon. Secretary, 
respectively of the Commuttee for Special Jewish Interests, who state 
catagorically that : 

“ The principle underlying the Olympic Games, referred to by the 
Count, has long since been dishonoured in Germany. The State 
nuthorities exert their influence in the sphere of sport and take every 
measure to arrange for the exclusion of Jews from every kind of 
athletic and sports clubs. It is not those who are in opposition to the 
holding of the Games in Berlin who have mixed sport with polities. 
It is the German State itself that has done this and outraged the 
Olympic principle. 

“Miss Helen Mayer and other Jews, who, according to German 
authorities have been invited, can no longer be regarded as German 
Jews....seeing that the Government have forbidden the term 
‘German Jews’ and demanded the alteration of the name of the 
organisation * Hilfsverein der deutschen Juden’ into ‘ Hilfsverein der 
Juden in Deutschland.” Jews are no longer permitted to call them- 
selves German. According to this stipulation, Helen Mayer and other 
Jews; in or out of Germany, have lost their German nationality since 
the decree of September 15th last. It is possible that the constitution 
governing the Olympic Games is such as to allow their participation in 
the contests, but Count Latour would be the first to admit that a 
regulation which deprives them of citizenship is in conflict with the 
Olympic idea. 

* Doubtless steps will be taken not to disturb the susceptibilities 
of ‘non-Aryan’ athletes in the vinicity of the sports enclosures. But 
on their journey through Germany and durimg their stay anywhere 
outside the Olympit’Spérts’ area, Jewish athletes will be f With 
glaring posters forbidding, their entry to cities, villages, swimmung 
baths, etc. They will see the Srvermer placarded on all railway 
stations and post offiees throughout the country, and other organs 
wherein Jews.are grossly derided and libelled and made the subjects of 


_ the foulest charges.... ” 


The above letter has made a deep impression and is regarded as 
an effective rebuff to German propagandists here who are trying to 
explain that there is nothing rotten in the State of—Germany. 


In the famous Coneert Hall of Amsterdam, a mass meeting under 
the auspices of the “ Committee in Defence of the Olvinme Idea.” was 
held last week to protest against the holding of the Olympic Games 
in Berlin. Several speakers, including Dr. C. P. Gunning, held that 
those who desired to see sport divorced trom politics felt it thew duts 
to turn their backs on Germany. That country had in every wav 
flagrantly violated the principles of sport and had dishonoured the 
Olvingne idea. Honour, justice, respect, concluded Dr. Gunning, upon 
which Dutch eulture was based, are qualities absent in Germany and 
therefore the Dutch youth must be held far from the Games in Berlin. 

It is reported that the Committee ts proceeding with its programme 
to influence Sports’ Associations not to send representatives to Berlin. 


French Athletes Refuse 


In a letter to the President of the French Bobsleigh and Tobog- 
ganing Federation, MM. Philippe de Rothschild and Jean Rheims, the 
French bobsleiwh champions, who had been chesen to represent 
France at the Games, announce thew refusal to take part on the 
ground of the persecution of the Jews in Germany. 

“ After our performances in the world bobsleigh championship 
at St. Moritz in 1935.° MM. de Rothschild and Rheims declare, “ we 
had the honour to be chosen as captain and pilot to represent France 
at the Olympic Games in 1936 in Germany. In view, however, of the 
attitude of the German authorities towards’ the Jews, which has pro- 
voked the indignation of the whole world, we cannot accept the 
invitation to take part in an international event where Germans of 
the Jewish faith are not treated on the same footing of equality with 
their compatnots. We are anxious to avoid any incidents which our 
presence might be hable to provoke and which we might not tolerate, 
and the consequences of which might place the French Committee m 
* situation which we ourselves would be the first to regret. 

‘We naturally are ready to defend with enthusiasm anywhere 
and in all erreumstances the colours ot Our country,” MM. de Roth- 
schiid and Rheims conclude, “ but we do not choose to run on the 
terrority of a natron which draws a& distinction between ourselves and 
our compatriots. Please believe us when we say that we have not 
taken this decision hght-heartedly.. We ask you to convey ow 
decision to the President of the French Olyvinpie Comnuttee and to 
the President of the National Committee of Sports, with the assurance 
rl profound regrets and respectiul devotion. 


Protest by American Clergy 


One hundred and thirty-eight leading Protestant clergy- 
men, including Dr. S. Parkes Cadman, Dr. Calvert, Secretary of the 
Federal Council of Churches in Chmst, Dr. Sloane, President of thie 
Umion of Theological Seminaries, and Dr B. D. Vosdick, Pastor ot the 
exclusive Rockefeller Riverside Church, issued a statement last Friday 
denouncing the persecution of Jews in Germany and demanding the 
withdrawal of the United States from the Games. ' 

“We view with abhorrence,” the statement runs, “the multiply- 
ing evidences that the German Government 1s forcing the Jewish 
people into what 1s virtually a medieval Ghetto, depriving them of 
citizenship, denying them the right to earn a living in many of the 
professions and ostracising them from the social and cultural life of 
the nation.” 

The City Council of Denver, Colorado, has adopted a resolution 
against American participation intthe Games. By a vote of eight 
to one, the Council declared: “ We are aghast and we cannot, without 
protest, countenance the prospect of the sullying of American athletic 
traditions by co-operation amid surroundings where athletes are 
discruninated against on the basis of race and creed.” | 

Included in a circular.sent to all sportsinen and lovers of sport 
in Canada by the Unity and Goodwill Association of Montreal, on the 
subject of the football murder in Breslau, ts the editorial dealing with 
this matter in THe Jewish CHRONICLE of October 2oth. 


The Football Match 


According to ReyNoups’s ILLustratTep News “the German foot- 
ballers to play England at Tottenham on Wednesday, December 4th, 
will be the first international side to travel to this country by aur. 


They are due at Croydon on the Monday betore the match, and will 


return on Thursday. It is anticipated that nearly, 10,000 German 
supporters will see the game. Nearly two thousand are chartering a 
liner from Hamburg, and they will arrnve at Southampton on the 
morning of the match. For the remaiming 8,000, eight steamers will 
be run between Dover and Calais or Folkestone, and special trains 
will meet them.” 

The General Council of the Trades Union Congress decided on 
Wednesday to ask the Hone Secretary to ban the match, it having 
been reported to them tlrat some thousands of Nazis would go 
through London to the ground in a procession of motor-coaches 
carrying the swastika. In their letter to the Home Secretary the 
General Council state that “wide sections of the British people 
view with abhorrence the brutal intolerance towards the organised 
workers displayed by the Nazi Government,’ and that there 
will be a “grave risk, in view of the state of public opinion in this 
country, of serious disturbances of the peace if an attempt is 
made to carry out the programme.” They continue: “The presence 
in London of a large contingent of Nazis would be interpreted as a 
gesture of sympathy by the Government with a movement whose 
aims and methods have evoked the strongest condemnation from 
every section of public opinion in the country, including the Prime 
Minister and members of the Cabinet.” 

The day after the match the Anglo-German Fellowship will give 
a dinner in London in honour of Von Tschammer-Osten, the German 
Sports Leader who is the Nazi in charge of the Olympic Games. Lord 
Mount Temple will preside ‘and the Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, one 


- of thie first princes to join Hitler, will be among the guests.

POLAND 


Firm Hand Against Rioters 
Governments Assurances 


“WE WILL NOT TOLERATE DISORDER” 

The anxiety and tension which prevailed in Jewish quarters, 
following the recent wave of rioting, has been somewhat eased by 
repeated governmental assurances that order will be maintained. 
\ Jewish Parliamentary deputation which waited on M. Raczkiewicz 
was informed that “no anti-Jewish disorders would be tolerated.” 
\ccording to the Minister of Education, M. Chiliuski, strict orders 
are being issued by the Ministry for the suppression of anti-Jewish 
disturbances in the higher educational institutions. 

\ conference between the rectors of all the Warsaw university 
colleges and a representative of the Ministry of Education has 
decided that the schools should continue to be closed for the time 
being. The representative of the Ministry of Education made it 
clear to the rectors that.if the riots are renewed after the university 
colleges have been re-opened, the Government will order a new roll 
of students to be compiled In view of the brutal character of the 
anti-Semitic excesses in the Lemberg high schools, the Minister of 
Education granted to the heads of those institutions special powers 
for the preservation of order. 


- Lodz Endek Organisation Closed Down 


In Warsaw. a number of anti-Semitic students have. been 
In Lodz. the stronghold of 
the Endek Party, the police last week raided many houses of autt- 


sentenced for their part in the excesses 
Semitic agitators and made a number of ‘arrests. During the raids, 
it is stated, six gas bombs and many weapons were discovered. 
The-office of the Endek organisation has now been sealed and its 
activities suspended. 

fhe Rector of the Warsaw Polvtechnic Institute has meanwhile 
conferred with representatives of the rioting students with a view 
to restoring order so as to permit the resumption of lectures. The

Tribute to Jewish Philanthropic Work

The Dutch Broadcasting Association, the A.V.R.O. of Hilversum, 
last week placed part of one of its programmes at the service of a 
campaign for the raising of a fund of. 150,000 guilders for the new 
Amsterdam home for aged Jews. A feature of the programme was 
a supporting appeal by the Prime Minister, Dr. H. Colijn, who paid 
tribute to the work of Jewish charities in Holland. The Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Dr. P. J. Oud, who spoke after the Prime Minister, 
praised the private initiative of the Jewish Community in ‘its 
extensive charitable work. 


Growing Nazi Activity 
Government's Warning 

A serious warning against growing Nazi activity in Holland vag 
sounded in the Second Chamber last week. when the House was 
informed of the existence throughout the country of over eighty 
German organisations actively intervening in internal politics. It 
was reported that Nazi agents are particularly active in such 
important industrial centres as Limburg, where political Nazi 
action was reaching a danger point. Everywhere evidence was 
manifesting itself of a systematic introduction into public life of an 
extremist policy of foreign import, intent upon undermining authority 
and sowing discord. 

The Minister of Justice notified the House that a Bill was in 
preparation making the formation of private semi-military organisa. 
tions illegal. There was a great dealin the Dutch Nazi party, he 
said, which did not meet with approval; but though the Govern- 
ment had no intention of suppressing it, drastic measures would ba

Commercial Road Talmud Torah 
FESTIVAL DINNER 

\ Festival Dinner and Ball in aid of the Commercial Road Talmuc 
‘Torah was held on Sunday evening at the Dorchester Hotel, Park 
Lanc, W.1, under the Chairmanship of Mr. Albert FE. Ansell. 

After the Loyal Toast had been honoured, Dayan H. M. Lazarus read 
a message which had been received from the Chief Rabbi and Dayan Dr. 
Feldman who were attending the Education Conference at Liverpool, in 
which they sent their best wishes for the success of the functions 
Associating the toast with the name of Mr. Samuel Witte. the President 
of the Commercial Road Talmud Torah, Dayan Lazarus said the 
Talmud Torah was not a-new Institution in their midst. It was 
founded thirty-seven years ago, and during this time it had. he 
was sure, more than justified its original aim and plan by the 17,000 
luis who had pwssed through the Institution in the course of time. 
Davan Lazarus spoke of the many storms which the Commerial Road 
‘Talmud Torah had had to weather and described the institution as ‘‘a 
noble vessel on the broad ocean,” manned by a noble captain, the Head- 
master, and a splendid crew in the form of the Teachers and the Com- 
mittee. He referred. particularly to Mr. Witte, the President, who, he 
said, had recently been atower of strength and au inspiration to the 
Institution. He appealed to them to assist, as well as they could, this 
noble hand of workers, particularly as during all these hard times there 
had never been a slackening in the effectiveness of the teaching ora 
waning of enthusiasm. How conld they better impress their children than 
by letting them know that there were many people outside the teaching 
staff, the Committee and their parents who cared for them, who were 
watching over them and wishing them well. 

Mr. Samuel Witte said that in the Talmud Torah they provided 
tuition for 400 or more of the poorest children living in the St. George's 
district of the East End of London. Not alone, he said, did they teach, 
but they provided the children with clothes, boots and meals, Mr. 
Witte paid a tribute to the work of the Ladies’ Guild, and asked 
his hearers to imagine children coming, bitterly cold, to the Talmud 
‘Torah in the winter, who had to be provided with a decent puir of boots 
amd proper clothing. Let them ask themselves the question where were 
they to get the money from to provide these things for the children’? If 
it had not been for the generosity of some oftheir friends and well-wishers 
like Mr. David Cope, Mr. “ Issy ” Isaacs, Mr. Ansell and a few others, the 
Commercial Road Talmud Torah would have had to close its doors two 
years ago. The amount of money required to carry on the Institution 
was approximately £5,500 a year and to give some idea of their expenses 
he mentioned that they used as much as one ton of coke per week in the 
winter for heating. 

The toast of “The Chairman” was proposed by Mr. “Issy” Isaacs, 
who paid tribute to Mr. Ansell, and regretted that owing to indisposition 
Mrs. Ansell was unable to be present. Mr. Isaacs expressed the hope 
that the Chairman's efforts would be crowned with success. 

In his reply, Mr. Ansell thanked all those who had co-operated with 
him in the organisation of that function, and he referred particularly to 
Mr. Witte and to the Secretary of the Commercial Road Talmud Torah, 
Mr, Fisher.

Therein lay one of the strongest pleas 
lor the generous support by the Community of those Hebrew 
denominational day schools in the districts where they existed. 

Mr. Herperr M. Aver, Director of Jewish Education, said that 
when he first visited the Liverpool Talmud Torah Schools, some 
twelve years ago, he found them by far the worst set of any classes. 
The children were then being taught in Yiddish, but now the scene had 
absolutely changed. They were learning Hebrew by Hebrew, not too 
rigidly, and there was a spirit of life about the Schools. The Head- 
imaster was entitled to be proud of their success. and the Schools were 
an example of what could be done in teaching Hebrew through Hebrew.

Mr. NATHAN MORRIS read a paper on “Some Aspects of Education in 
Palestine,” in the course of which he said that in 1931, London alone had 
more Jews than the whole of Palestine. To-day Palestine had consider- 
ubly more Jews than the whole of Anglo-Jewry. From the educational!

angle, the school population in Tel-Aviv alone was growing at the 
rate of 100 a week, and it now reached a total of 44,000. Masses of 
people from all over the world, diverse ‘in wpbringing, in traditions, 
habits and customs, without even a common janguage, were thrown 
together in a strange and distant corner of the world. These had to 
be welded into a coherent Community. In a comparison of 
the financial aspects, Mr. Morris said that, London contributed only 
sixty per cent. in support of its educational system, the remainder 
came from the Government. Tel-Aviv had to bear 92 per cent. of its 
own system. The central Government's share was almost an insult, 
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,ynounting as it did to 3{d. per child only. Tel-Aviv had to spend 
44 per cent. of its budget on its school system, and yet with all 
those disadvantages, 100 per cent. of Jewish boys and 95 per cent. of 
Jewish girls were receiving education, and this year, for the first time, 
Tel-Aviv had managed to abolish school fees, thus realising the great 
Jewish ideal of providing free education. (Applause.) That was no 
wonder when they remembered the cost was a little over £6 per child 
sgainst £14 in London. Mr, Morris gave illustrations of education at 
work in Palestine, tts underlying philosophy, its aims and ideals. In 
Germany, he said, reigion was making a feeble attempt at existence, 
ducation had dechned. Education in Palestine had from the 
beqminnming proclauned its function not to preserve institutions created 
for the past, but to create institutions for the present. Education 
in Palestine had regenerated the past, had restored to it its proper 
fanetion to mspire the present, instead of merely exeTting a paralysing 
crip upon if - had opened up a wide channel for the necessary change 
of developu.ent and drew its inspiration from the fundamental Jewish 
view that hfe was one and indivisible in all its spheres, The greatest 
achievement of Palestine was in its new child, the like of whom they 
had not seen for 3,000 years. He was frank, sincere, courageous and 
‘raghttorward. (Loud applause.) 

The CHAIRMAN, on behalf of the Conterence. extended their best 
thanks to Mr. Morns for what he characterised as a splendid effort.

A banquet m honour of the Conference was held at the Adelphi 
Hotel on Sunday evemng. The guests were reeeived by Mrs. B. T. 
Globe, Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence Globe and Mr. Bertram B. Benas. 

Mr. Benas presided in the regrettable absence of Mr. B. T. Globe 
through illness 

THe proposed the toast of Jewish Education and 
the Central Cotmittee.” He said. that the secular idea in education 
was spreading, and religious leading was more and more coming to 
be looked Upot as at “extra” and-not part ol the essential scheme 
of the School, and something which muigtt be left out altogether. 
Those at the head of the Central Comuuttee ‘for Jewish Education 
did not, however, look upon religion as an extra, but as the beginning 
of wisdom, and as the one foundation of all character tramuing. 

Dr. M. Epstein, responding, said he wished to express a word of 
thanks to the Church Assembly for its protest agaist the persecution 
of Jews in Germany. It was a great expression, and all men of mght- 
thinking must be grateful for it. (Applause.) At the present time it 
was more than ever necessary to hold aloft Jewish ideals. He appealed 
to all Jewish parents throughout the country to see to it that their 
children, boys and girls, were enabled, by receiving a Jewish education, 
to realise what Jewish ideals were. 

Proposing the toast of “The City of Liverpool,” Sir Roserr 
Watey Conen said that in Liverpool the determination to make a city 
worthy of its citizens and citizens worthy of the city had brought out 
the best kind of public spirit. It was a mere truism to say that the 
Jews owed ther place in the world to the age-long service which 
Judaism had rendered to religion, and he did not think anyone would 
question that Great Britain owed much to the part religion played in 
the life of her people. That was why the Jews of the British Empire 
had a special responsibility of keeping strong and powerful in the 
spiritual sense. 

Councillor C. G. 8. Gorpox, Charman of the Liverpool Education 
Committee, responding, said that, on behalf of the Lord Mayor, he 
wished to extend a welcome to the Conference. Throughout the 
history of Liverpool, whatever may have happened elsewhere, the 
Jewish citizens had always lived in peace and contentment. They had 
had many Jewtsh members on the Education. Committee, and they 
owed a great debt to a member of the Cohen fanuly for the magniti- 
cent new library at the University. The Central Comittee was doing 
« work which the normal educational authoritres could not deal with, 
and he expressed his adnuration for it. 

Mr. C. F. Morr, Director of Education, also responded. 

Mr. H. M. Ap.er, submitting the toast, “ The University of Liver- 
pool,” said that the universities were fortresses of religious toleration. 
The Jewish Community was profoundly grateful to the English univer- 
sities for having made it possible for the professors and doctors who 
had been hounded out of Germany to find posts on their teaching 
staffs. “We owe a debt of gratitude which we will never forget,” 
he added. 3 

Dr. H. J. W. Hernerincron, Vice-Chancellor of the University, 
responding, said that from the beginning they had had the happiest 
association with the Jewish Commumty. They had drawn from them 
not only material support, but encouragement and co-operation’ on 
which the progress of all higher interests depended. 

Professor E. T. CAMPAGNAC, Professor of Education, also responded. 

The toast of “The Guests,” was proposed by the Rev. S. Frampron 
and responded to by Professor A. BUECHLER and Dayan Dr. FELDMAN. 

Mr. Benas, responding to the toast of “The Chairman,” proposed 
by the Rev. L. Prriurps, said the toast was not for himself—he was 
holding a brief for their good friend Mr. B. T. Globe, who was unable 
to preside through illness. He paid tribute to the great interest taken 
bv Mr. Globe in the cause of Jewish eductaion generally and particu- 
larly as President of the Yeshivah. Mr. Benas expressed thanks to 
Mr. 8. B. Levin, Mr. Daniel Skitten and to Mr. B. A. Fersht, Secretary 
of the Central Committee.

Wanted: A Jewish Evidence Guild 


From Mr. L. E. CATES 


To the Editor of Tus Jewisn CHRONICLE 


Sin,—As a people we are not often praised for our modesty and 
reserve. Hence it has for some years been a source of wonder to me that 
we have no institution corresponding to the Catholic Kvidence Guild 
among the Roman Catholic Community, that is to say a body active in the 
defence of attacks upon the Jewish faith, and which can counteract (by 
letters of explanation to the Press and otherwise) anti-Jewish propaganda. 
Such acentral body could also be a most useful institution of reference for 
Jewish and non-Jewish enquirers, just as is the Catholic Evidence Guild, 
through which all questions from non-Cathole enquirers are answered by 
competent Catholic specialists In their several departments, 

At a recent mecting of the Board of Deputies it was made apparent 
that the Press Committee of the Board has not, nor will it ever have, the 
necessary funds to prosecute successfully the functions of such a body, 
even if it were desirable, which in itself is questionable, for the Board to 
assume the responsibility for and have control over such a body. To 
whom then or to what body in the Community can we turn for the 
creation of this vitally necessary organisation. lam of opinion that the 
only hope is to call upon the loyalty of some outstanding member of the 
Community of indubitable reputation and integrity and toappeal to him to 
give us a lead. That it would be followed I have no doubt, as the 
Community must surely realise ‘how essential is a defence body of 
the character indicated, to our existence as a respected people. We 
would then have an authoritative body able to repel the slanders 
Which assail us so frequently. Or has the Community, like the ostrich, 
so buried its head in the sand, that the only Jewish matters in this 
country in which it will interest itself collectively are those of charity- 
mongering (and then only when good value is given free of charge by 
overworked members of the theatrical profession), or the most pressing 
necessity of a body to censor tombstone inscriptions or the prevention of 
a few wretched Jews from’ Germany from transferring such of their 
belongings as they may be able to Palestine. .

Few persons know to-day, perhaps, that it was a German Jewish 
novelist, Berthold Auerbach, who exercised the most lasting influence 
on Tolstoy’s spiritual development. 1851, Auerbach published 
his novel. “ New Life,” wiuch recounts the story of a certain Count 
Eugen Falkenberg. who exchanges names with an obscure school- 
master named Eugen Baumann, who has grown tired of European hfe 
and wishes to enugrate to America.

A THEATRICAL CURIOSITY 

I wander if any of your readers can throw any light on the follow- 
ing curious little literary problem. In the lghly interesting collection 
of pictures of actors and theatrical scenes that grace the walls of 
the Garrick Club appears a portrait, by James Saxon, of the actor 
John Palmer, depicted as “Cohenberg” in “The Siege of Belgrade.”

He figures as rescuing his beloved Katharine from the 
Seragho af the Turkish General, after a narrow escape from death at 
the hands of the latter, whom he finally defeats in single combat and 
then refrains from killing—with the magnanimous words: “Rise and 
learn Christian revenge!” But why, in Heaven’s name, should the 
author of this curious farrago have chosen the name “Cohenberg” for

MORE ABOUT APPLES AND HONEY'"’ 

Asa reader of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, living in a Community 
attached to the Jewish traditions, and in an Arabic-speaking 
country, | have read with interest the communications you have 
published on the exact meaning of certain Hebrew names referring 
to certain special vegetables eaten on Rosh Hashana. “~ C.R.” (see 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, September 27th) is nearly right in translating 
“Silka") by “beetroot,” and quite right in rendering “ Karaa” as 
“ pumpkin,” while Mr. Gaguine (see your issue of October 4th) is 
wrong in both his translations. Both Hebrew words are currently 
used in Arabic, which has “Silk” for the Hebrew “ Silka” and 
“ Kara” for the Hebrew “ Karan.’ Here in Syria these vegetables 
are very common, The ~ Silk” is not exactly the beetroot, in which 
the root is the essential part of the plant, but a beet in which the 
large leaves and the thick core and not the root are eaten. 
“ Karaa"’ is a“ pumpkin,” the pulp only of which is used for a kind 
of jam specially made for the occasion. The “ marrow,’ mentioned 
by Mr. Gaguine,” although related to the pumkin, bas a tender skin, 
which is eaten, stuffed with rice and chopped meat, while the pulpis 
thrown away. “Spinach” is alsoa very common plant in our country 
and is called’in Arabic “ Spanach.”’ In fact, the Larousse Dictionary 
derives the European word from the Arabic. It has nothing to do 
with the ~ Silk.”—Mr. Marco A, Farut, P.O.B. 95, Beyrout, Syria.

‘Wanted: A: Jewtsh Evidence Guild 
From Mr. L. E. CATES 


To the Editor of Tus Jewisn CHRONICLE 


Srr,—As a people we are not often praised for our modesty and 
reserve. Hence it has for some years been a source of wonder to me that 
we have no institution corresponding to the Catholic Evidence Guild 
among the Roman Catholic Community, that is to say a body active in the 
defence of attacks upon the Jewish faith, and which can counteract (by 
letters of explanation to the Press and otherwise) anti-Jewish propaganda. 
Such acentral body could also be a most useful institution of reference for 
Jewish and non-Jewish enquirers, just as is the Catholic Evidence Guild, 
through which all questions from non-Catholic enquirers are answered by 
competent Catholic specialists in their several departments. 

At a recent meeting of the Board of Deputies it was made apparent 
that the Press Committee of the Board has not, nor will it ever have, the 
necessary funds to prosecute successfully the functions of such a body, 
even if it were desirable, which in itself is questionable, for the Board to 
assume the responsibility for and have control over such a body. To 
whom then or to what body in the Community can we turn for the 
creation of this vitally necessary organisation. Iam of opinion that the 
only hope is to call upon the loyalty of some outstanding member of the 
Community of indubitable reputation and integrity and to appeal to him to 
give us a lead. That it would be followed I have no doubt, as the 
Community must surely realise how essential is a defence body of 
the character indicated, to our existence as a respected aiguer We 
would then have an authoritative body able °to repel the slanders 
which assail us so frequently... Or has the Community, like the ostrich, 
so buried its head in the sand, that the only Jewish matters in this 
country in which it will interest itself collectively are those of charity- 
mongering (and then only when good value is given free of charge by 
overworked mentbers of the theatrical profession), or the most pressing 
necessity of a body to censor tombstone inscriptions or the prevention of 
a few wretchéd Jews: ffom*Germany from ‘transferring: such of their 
belongings as they may be able to Palestine.

25th Anniversary of his Death 


IMPORTANT JEWISH INFLUENCES 


A Disciple of Hillel 
By S. MEISELS 


It is twenty-five years since the death of Count Leo Tolstoy, 
novelist, poet, philosopher and prophet, a literary figure of world 
fame such as ts rarely met with in history. To-day, Tolstoy's life and 
teachungs have an especial significance, and the aniversary, coming 
as it does in an era wracked with racial hatred, dissension and fear, 
may well serve as a fitting occasion to review the importance, particu- 
larly to Jews, of those ideals- seemingly forgotten to-day—of which 
Tolstoy was the embodiment. 

The story 1s well known of the heathen who came to Hillel and 
demanded if the Rabbi could tell him the essence of Judaism while 
standing on one foot. Hullel rephed. “ Fear God, honour the king, and 
do not unto others as you would not they should do unto you. This 
is the essence of Judaism, and the root of all religion and justice. The 
rest is commentary.” 

Kxpressing himself in the sense of Hiullél’s aphorism, Tolstoy 
writes in his work, “Take Thought”: “ Wise men must understand 
that the principle of the fratermity of all human beings and the law, 
‘Do not unto others as you would not they should do unto you, are 
not examples of human thought which can be subordinated to anv 
other idea, but arte unshakable theses for other ideas. proceeding from 
the unalterable relationship between man and the Infinite, between 
man and God. It is they which constitute religion, true religion, and 
are thus binding for all tome.” In this statement, closely sumilar to 
Hillel's aphorism, is contained the quintessence of the entire Tolstovan 
teachings. 


The core of these teachings is love of, one’s neighbour, transcending 
all traditional boundaries and divisions, embracing all alike, of what- 
ever language, race or creed. And this neighbourly love is not only 
the basic idea of Tolstoy the Apostle—it.1s also the basic idea expressed 
in Tolstoy's literary works. “There is only one infallible guide within 
us,” he says in his “ Diary of Prince Nehludov.” “ and that is love of 
ones neighbour.” In his “* What is to be done?” he writes: “ True 
knowledge 1s the knowledge of the true goodness of humanity, true 
art is the expression of the knowledge of, the goodness in all men.” 


Hebraist and Talmudist 

Starting from this viewpoint, we can comprehend Tolstoy's atti- 
tude towards Judaism and the Jews. Tolstoy was filled with admira- 
tion for Judaism, which first revealed the principle of neighbourly 
love to the world; and he made a profound study of Judaism and 
learnt Hebrew in order to gain a full understanding of Jewish religious 
sources. As a young man, in 1844, ‘while at Moscow University, Leo 
Tolstoy occupied himself with the study of Oriental languages, and he 
zealously studied Hebrew even at the age of fifty-four. In a letter 
from Moscow, dated November, 1882, he writes: “I have been study- 
ing Hebrew thoroughly during all this time, and have almost mastered 
it. being now able to read and understand it. My teacher is Rabbi 
Minor, of Moscow, a very good and clever man. I have learnt much 
from these studies.” With equal zeal Tolstoy also studied the ancient 
‘Jewish writings, and browsed with pleasure among the pages of the 
Talmudic Haggadah, where he felt himself very much at home. 

Later, in his writings, he dealt with a number of Jewish legends 
which he treated almost, it might be said, in the Jewish spirit. Even 
as an octogenariam he planned a collection of aphorisms from the 
Talmud. but, apart from this study, there’ are many traces of the 
spiritual wealth of Judaism in Tolstoy’s works; and it may be said, 
with some qualifications, that in going back to primitive Christianity, 
Tolstoy’came very close to Judaisin in many respects. 


Was Tolstoy a Philo-Semite ? 

His attitude with regard to the Jews themselves was that of a 
humanitanan. Tolstoy was often reproached during his life with not 
having champtoned the Jews with the full weight of his influence. 
However, this reproach is not entirely justified. ‘Tolstoy was a humani- 
tarian and, as such, always protested against persecution and oppres- 
sion; but in his protest, he did not name the Jews specifically.

Peter Porcupine: a study of William Cobbett. 
(Longmans, Green and Co., 1@s. 6d. net.). 


William Cobbett, champion of the lost cause of the English agricul 
tural labourer at the tume of the Industral Revolution, detested London 
(‘the Wen") and everything connected with it-——ineluding capitalists 
bankers, stockjobbers and ** blasphenung Jews,’’ to whom he unputed 
all the evils under which the poor man groaned. This fact could not very 
well be overlooked by Marjone Bowen, in her wholly admirable new 
biozraphy of that creat English figure of a century ago. But Miss Bowe: 
realises that Cobbett’s unpression was not a fair one. Instead of dis- 
cussing Ins view, she has controverted it by devoting a special appendix 
to that prince of philanthropists and outstanding Jew of the Industria! 
Revolution, who owed lis fortune to the City of London—Sir Mose. 
Montefiore. There are one or two shaght errors of fact in this. Montefiore. 
for example, was not the first English Jew to be raised to the knighthood, 
and it is certamnly a little hazardous to say that he was as indifferent as 
Queen Victoria to the miseries of the factory system. But it would be 
churlish to carp at the details of a tribute so graceful, so spontaneous 
and so whole hearted, as this: 

** His adventures, his exertions, his travels from land to land, from 
Court to Court, reveal that single-minded devotion to an ideal which 
seldom fails of success; that piety which sustains more than food and 
wine; that unplacable sincerity which never admits defeat.’’ 

Miss Bowen has shown a fairness as generous as it is unusual. Our 
gratitude should be as warm as her sympathy.

very considerably of late. Kirsata Seraer, the Jerusalem Biblio- 
graphical Quarterly, contains among its longer reviews one or two of 
English works. Its articles include one of current interest—a continua- 
tion of Dr. A. Z. Aescoli’s Bibliography on the Falashas of Abyssima, 
After a somewhat lengthy delay, a triple issue of HaAsoKer has arrived 
from Budapest, with articles by scholars in six countries. Among the 
most important is one by Dr. A. Marmorstein, of Jews’ College, London 
—** Four Studies in the Talmud and Midrash.” 


Lovers of travel books are always well catered for by Seeley Service 
and Co., Ltd., and from that firm comes a readable and well-illustrated 
account of *‘ a desert adventure from the fringes of the Sahara to the 
Oases of Upper Egypt ’’—Cames Taroven Lasya, by Douglas Campbell 
F.R.8.G.8.

No. 838—-A Tragedy of Errors 


My Dear Covsin, 


There is intense drama in the Sidra to be read to-morrow im our 
Synagogues. The Portion contains three stories—the story of the 
birth of Isaac’s twin sons; Isaae’s adventures with the Philistine king, 
Abimelech; and the story of the blessing conferred on the son for 
whom it was not orginally intended. The first and the last sections 
dovetail naturally, the one into the other; the second seems 
of place where it is. 

There are many ways of considering Holy Writ. You may regard 
it from the allegorical standpoint; or you may consider the plain 
text and understand the simple story as it is related, without any 
attempt at “explanations”; or you may incline to be critical of the 
text—that is, you may ask questions as to points that occur to the 
nund, and make deductions from this or that consideration. It does 
not follow that your deductions will be correct. But you are entitled 
to make them. 

From one point of view, it is suggested that the incidents con- 
nected with Abimelech were parfof an ancient tradition which a later 
editor misplaced in the context. From another, which is intent on 
regarding the text of the Pentateuch as a complete whole, the 
principle is followed which is quoted in the Talmud, that in the Torah 
there is of necessity no chronological order. True, the Abimelech 
incidents should by rights have been recorded before the birth of the 
twins. But what of that? There is no chronological sequence in the 
Torah. The very admission, however, indicates a consciousness that 
section two 1s not quite correctly placed. 

But this is a small pornt. The remainder of the Sidra is occupied 
with the incidents in the family history of Isaac. Come to think of it, 
the narrative in Genesis tells us comparatively little about Isaac. Of 
Abraham and of Jacob many stories abound. Isaac, one may say, 
was but his father’s son. Certainly what we do read is intense. But 
relatively the events in his life are not many. Even in the story of 
the Father's Blessing, he is not the hero.

¢ The hero is Jacob. Even before his birth, he is placed in contrast 


with Esau. The children struggled together in their mother’s body ; 
how did they come to do that? Whenever Rebekah passed a school 
where Torah was being studied, Jacob became restless; whenever 
she passed a pagan temple, Esau gave signs of life. This contrast 1s 
somewhat naive, but it is stressed throughout the story. Jacob was 
the studious type, Esau the eruel hunter, cunning not only to trap 
animals, but also to play tricks with his father. “‘¥ather,” he is made 
to say, “how should salt and straw be tithed?” Esau knew well 
enough that neither of these commodities were subject to tithe, but 
hus question led Isaac to believe that Esau must have been exceed- 
ingly punctilious in the observance of the ordinances of every-day life. 
(Ineidentally, this suggestion 1s by no means complimentary to Isaac. 
He must have been a weak man to be so deceived. Or was it the 
blind love of a doting father?) 

The contrast is continued when Esau sells his birthnght for a 
mess of pottage. Whatever the birthnght was, it was evidently 
looked upon as a thing of worth. Yet Esau is content to give it up, 
for what? For a meal. Rabbinic lore set out the conversation of 
the two brothers. “What is this birthnght?” Esau asks. Jacob 
explains how it entails service of God. That service is not without 
its dangers. “Dangers,” echoes Esau, “possibly death? What 
interest is that to me?” Promptly he enters into the bargain. 

This is an age when historical judgments are being carefully 
revised, when the characters of histoncal personages are being closely 
scrutimsed. In the Jewish view, formed largely by Rabbinic literature, 
Esau was the embodiment of all evil. He was the man of brute force. 
He was the great hunter who held hfe cheap. He stood for the 
power of Rome. He inflicted suffering and Jacob was his victim. 
But is it not possible, if stepping aside from the traditional platform 
and looking carefully at Esau, to find some good in hm? After all, 
was he not Isaac’s son and twin brother of Jacob? The two had the 
same parents. In the story of the Father's Blessing, was he not 
sinned against? His suppressed anger against Jacob 1s surely imtel- 
liable. Yet despite his secret resolution to kill Jacob, what happens 
when the two meet after a long absence? “And Esau ran towards him, 
and embraced him; and they wept.” Make every allowanee for the 
gifts that Jacob had sent in advance, and you must still agree that 
Esau’s conduct did him credit. He could not have been so bad after 
all, nor is it necessary to depict hun as a man without any redeeming 
feature. 


On the contrary, if the strict truth be told, was not Jacob's 
conduct in getting the Blessing intended for Esau nothing more or 
less than a piece of deception? Only one Jewish commentator of 
modern times admits the deception and calls it by its right name. The 
aneients, despite Esau’s very natural outburst, “He hath supplanted 
me twice,” do not seem to have been troubled by it. If so, well for 
them. But in our time, people (and especially young people who 
are quick to perceive what is nght conduct and what is not) do remark 
that Jacob’s conduct was blameworthy. Whereupon the apologists 
appear. They say, Jacob was averse to the whole proeeeding. The 
fault was his mother’s. She urged him and he weakly gave way. 
Having entered on the deception, he went through with it. “ Who 
are you? ” asks his father. “I am Esau, thy firstborn.” There it is: 
you cannot escape it—deception. All very well, say the white- 
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washers of Jacob’s character... But see how truly human Holy Writ is, 
It does not gloss over the weaknesses of even a Jacob, one of the 
three Patriarchs, the founder of the family of Israel. Holy Writ does 
not pretend that the heroes of its pages were angels without blemish. 
It shows them as men, with men’s faults and men’s weaknesses. 

From this view point, Isaac also is not spared. What is he giving 
his Blessing for? A succulent meal. Cynics might say, like father, 
hke son. Esau sells his birthright for a mess of pottage; Isaac bestows 
his Blessing in return for “savoury meats, such as I love.” He con- 
fesses his weakness. And what of Rebekah’? She is the principal 
eonspirator. Is it unfair to blame her for eavesdropping, for plotting 
to deceive, and for. pushing her favourite? 

But when all is said, what is the value of a Blessing? Or what 
is the value of a curse? To-day sensible people hold that men and 
women make their own blessings or their own curses—if indeed bless- 
ing and cursing have any existence at all. The prominent part played 
by the Father's Blessing can only be associated with a primitive age. 

What then? Some people will look askance at any evaluation of 
the story by standards of commonsense. They fear they may be 
deprived of their heroes. In consequence, they fear for Judaism. 
But is this a sound sentiment? If young people are troubled by 
Jacob's deceit—the Hebrew text actually contains the word of which 
deceit is the meaning—are we to gloss it over? Are we to excuse it? 
Is it not healter and saner to admit what evéry person with eyes to 
see must grant 1s blameworthy conduct? We may regard the story 
as history and say’ that Jacob's conduct was human, all too human. 
Or we may regard the narrative as legend—Jewish legend—and hold 
it dear on that account. Either attitude to the story will not lessen 
its dramatic appeal, and those who read it carefully to-morrow will 
surcly look upon it as a great Tragedy of Errors.

INTERESTING REVELATIONS 

The Great Hall of University College was tilled to capacity on 
Monday evenmg for the Second’ Lucien Wolf Memornal Lecture, 
delivered by the Rt. Hon. Sir Herbert Samuel, G.C.B., G.B.E., who 
took as his subject “Great Britain and Palestine.” 

The meeting was held under the auspices of the Jewish Historical 
Society of England and was presided over by Sir Ronald Storrs, 
KC .M.G., C.B.E., who was Governor of Jerusalern durnng the perod 
of Sir Herbert's High Commissionershup of Palestine. 

The President of the society, the Rev. Mrcuaent ADLER, 1n intro- 
ducing the Chairman, said the Society ought to congratulate itself 
upon having on the plattorm on that oecasion two such distinguished 
personalities as Sir Herbert Samuel and Sir Ronald Storrs. The latter 
helped to orgamse the \ lCLOry that led to the eonquest of Palestine by 
the British Armies. <After that great and holy work had been 
performed, to Sir Ronald was first entrusted the difficult task of 
ruling that country, which task he carmed out until he handed over 
the rerens of government to the first High Commissioner of Palestine 
their lecturer that evening. 

Sin Ronatp Storrs said that he had served under chiefs of 
eminent distinction, but he had’ never served with more entire con- 
fidence, happiness and support than in those five happy years under 
Sir Herbert Samuel. Parhament was very defimtely a loser by Sir 
Herbert's non-inclusion, He earnestly hoped that means would be 
found to see that he was rapidly re-included in the Council of State 
of the British Empire. (Applause.) 

After paying a tnbute to the late Lucien Wolf, Str Hersert 
Samvuet said that the English had always been 
different, of course, from the Jews 
elements among all classes 
of the population, those 
elements which determined 
national policy, had always 
been fannliar with the Old 
Testament and with the 
New. Among the inst- 
tutions that had moulded 
the national character, the 
Sunday School had been 
one of the most powerful. 
He had heard Mr. Lloyd 
George say more than once 
that when he was a boy he 
knew more about the 
history and geography of 
Palestine than of Wales. 
In the minds of most people 
in most parts of Great 
Britain, the name of the 
Jews did not evoke an idea 
chiefly of a contemporary 
people with. certain dis- 
tinctive beliefs and charac- 
teristics and occupations, 
but of the people of Moses and David and St. Paul. To them. the 
names of Jerusalem and Bethlehem, Nazareth and Galilee were as 
familiar as the names of London or Edinburgh or Cardiff; to many, 
they were far more important. It was the religious, the mystic aspect 
of Jewry that interested them, and not the modern, the economic, the 
social aspect. Deeply impressed, also, upon the minds of the British 
people were the emphatic and continually repeated declarations in the 
Books of the Prophets that, in the fullness of time, the Jews would 
return to the Promised Land, and that this would be the precursor 
of great events for mankind. * Millions of people were wondering 
whether some day, after all, those prophecies might not come true. 
They had a vague, visionary hope that perhaps, even in their own 
time, the fulfilment might happen; that they themselves might be 
the witnesses of some Divinely ordered event that would change the 
whole destiny of mankind. Meanwhile in Jewry, and particularly in 
the Jewry of Eastern Europe, there had been, for a generation or more 
before the War, a stirring of the ancient idealism. The prayers of a 
scattered people for a return to Zion, repeated for two thousand years 
every morning and every evening, on every Sabbath and on every 
Holy Day, were taking a new significance. At first in the minds only 
of a few here and there, then of more, then of manv and in many 
places, those prayers and the ideas that they enshrined seemed no 
longer merely the formulas of a half-dead routine: they were coming 
alive ; they linked up, strangely, surprisingly, with events that were 
taking place in the actual world of public affairs. What had happened 
in Palestine during the last twenty years could not be understood 
unless these spiritual backgrounds, in Britain and in Jewry, were first 


understood.

When, continued Sir Herbert, in November, 1914, Turkey joined 
the Central Powers, it became obvious that, if the War ended in their 
fefeat, the future destiny of the non-Turkish provinces of the Sultan

would come up for settlement. At that time he had been a member 
of the Cabinet for five vears, and was holding the otlice of President 
of the Local Government Board (a title since changed to that of 
Minister of Health). That Department was concerned less, perhaps, 
than anv other with the questions which the War had brought to the 
front and which anonopolised all thought and all activity; but every 
Cabinet Minister has his share of responsibility for everything that is 
done, and he was by no means precluded from taking an initiative in 
the matter of Palestine. With the Zionist Movement he had had no con- 
nection betore then: the prospects of any practical outcome hac 
seemed remote: he had had much to do in other directions. But 
then. suddenly. the conditions were entirely altered. As the first 
member of the Jewish Community ever to sit in a British Cabinet 
(Disraeli had left the Community in boyhood and never rejoined), he 
felt that in the conditions that had arisen there lay upon him a 
special obligation. He made, therefore, a study of the aims of the 
Jionist Movement. and of its achievements till then, and he learnt all 
that he could about Palestine itself. Making for the first time the 
acquaintance ol Dr. Weizmann, he had the advantage ot several con- 
versations with him. Like everyone else who knew him, he formed 
at once a very high opmon of his abilities. He gained much 
information also from Mr. Sokolow and others of Dr. Weizmann’s 
colleagues in the AZronist Movement, as well as trom several Eenglish- 
men and others who had been resident in Palestine. He soon afrived 
at the definite conclusion that if, as they all anticipated, the War ended 
in the vietorv of the Alhes, Palestine ought undoubtedly to -he 
separated from the Turkish Empire; that the opportunity should be 
taken to facilitate the establishment of a great, autonomous Jewish 
Community there: and that this ought to be done under some form of 
British Protectorate. 


A Conversation with Sir Edward Gray 


find papers,” said Su Herbert, “the notes of 


conversation had with sir Kdward Grey, onl November Oth). 1914, 


from which I will quote some passages : 

“IT speke to Sur Edward Grey to-day about the future of Palestine. 
In the course of our talk, I said that now that Turkey had thrown herself 
into the European War and that it was probable that her empire would 
he broken up, the question of the future control of Palestine was likely 
to arise . . . Perhaps there might be an opportunity for the fulfilment of 
the ancient aspiration of the Jewish people and the restoration there of 
a Jewish State.”’ (That was at that time the Zionist proposal.) After 
making a reference to the reasons which might tnduce Russia—then, of 
course, the old Russia—to view such a proposal with favour, I went on to 
sav: ‘Ifa Jewish State were established in Palestine, it might become the 
centre of a new culture. The Jewish brain is rather a remarkable thing 
and, under national auspices, the State might become a fountain of 
enlightenment and a source of great literature and art and development 
of science. Its foundation would also have an influence on the millions 
of Jewish people scattered throughout the countnes of the world, who 
must, for the most part, remain so scattered since Palestine was too small 
to contain them, They were keenly intelligent and full of energy, but 
often of too low a standard. This was largely because theif inspirations 
were mainly drawn from a distant past and not from the present or the 
future, and this was not enough to carry a people along. If they could: 
see men of their own kin achieving great things, it would have a profound 
influence on their outlook, and, by raising their character, would add to 
their usefulness to the peoples among whom they lived. I thought that 
British influence ought to play a considerable part in the formation of 
such a State, because the geographical situation of Palestine, and 


_ especially its proximity to Egypt, would render its goodwill to England a 


matter of importance to the British Empire . . . The building up of a 
new State from the foundations was, of course, an undertaking of the 
most formidable character, especially in view of the elements which were 
to be found in the present population of Palestine. But I felt sure it 
could be accomplished. An appeal to the Jewish Communities throughout 
the world would certainly provide sufficient funds to buy out existing 
interests of individuals and to lay the foundations of the State. With 
irrigation, roads, railways and a harbour it should be possible to develop 
considerable economic resources, if the right population were admitted 
and precautions taken against the creation of a community of petty traders. 
In my view, it was premature to take any action at the moment, but, 
if military developments went as we anticipated, before long the Russian 
Government might be sounded.’’ My note proceeds: ‘‘Grey said that the 
idea had always had a strong sentimental attraction for him. The 
historical appeal was very strong. He was quite favourable to the 
proposal and would be prepared to work for it if the opportunity arose. 
If any proposals were put forward by France or any other Power with 
regard to Syria, it would be important not to acquiesce in any plan which 
would be inconsistent with the creation of a Jewish State in Palestine. 
He asked whether I thought that Syria must necessarily go with Palestine. 
I said No, but, on the contrary, it would be inadvisable to include such 


places as Beyrout and Damascus, since they contained a large non-Jewish + 


population which could not be assimilated. He asked me a number of 
questions as to the economic conditions of Palestine. 

*‘T mentioned that two things would be essential—that the State 
should be neutralised, simce it could not be large enough to defend itself, 
and that the free access of Christian pilgrims should be guaranteed. 
also said it would be a great advantage if the remainder of Syria were 
annexed by France, as it would be far better for the State to have a 
European Power as neighbour than the Turk.’’ It must be remembered’ 
that at that time, three months after the outbreak of war, the idea of 
a League of Nations had not been born, and the creaticn of a Mandatory 
system had not been envisaged. My record ends with a further note: ‘‘I 
had an opportunity to-day of a brief talk with Lloyd George on the 
subject. He had referred in the Cabinet to the ultimate destiny of 


Palestine, and said to me that he was very keen to see a Jewish State 
established there.”’ 
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British Control of Palestine Essential 

The more closely he considered the question during those months. 
the more he became confirmed im his conclusions. There was one 
exception. It soon became clear that the proposal of an autonomous 
Jewish State was impracticable. In the conditions that prevailed, 
five-sixths of the population of Palestine being Arabs, such a solution 
could not be adopted. Apart from that, all the factors pointed the 
same way. The strategic interests of the British Empire ; its economic 
interests; the moral advantage to Britain and to her Allies of the 
support of Jewish sentiment; the ultimate interests. spiritual and 
material, of the Jewish people themselves—all combined to indicate 
the same solution: the establishment of British control. together with 
the fostering of Jewish immigration, and the conferment upon the 
new Jewish Community in Palestine of the broadest autonomy that 
the practical conditions would allow. 

In January, 1915, he embodied these ideas in a Cabinet Memoran- 
dum, but, for a reason that he did not now reeall. postponed its 
circulation till the March of that year. The time had not then come. 
however, for tnynediate action, and he did not propose any. But the 
project had been launched and had attracted a considerable body of 
support among Mimsters. When Mr. Asquith resigned at the end of 
1916, he resigned also, and had no share, therefore, in the initiation 
of the Balfour Declaration of 1917. He had, hewever. the privilege 
of being among those consulted by the then Cabinet as to its terms.

“Arab Pledgo’’ Allegation Rofutod 


It had often been alleged that the Balfour Declaration, favouring 
the creation of a Jewish National Home in Palestine, violated a pledge 
that had previously been given to the leaders of the Arab revolt against 
the Turks. In 1915, 1t was said, they had already been promised that 
Britain would do her best to establish, as part of the settlement after 
the War, a pan-Arab Domunion, in which Palestine would be included. 
Thus had long been one of the assertions of those who regarded the 
Jewish Movement in Palestine as contrary to the interests of the 
Arabs. and opposed it. The British Government, thev enic. gave to 
both the Arabs and the Jews assurances as to Palestine that were 
mutually incompatible, and this was the main cause of the friction 
that had since arisen between them. The allegation was unfounded. 
No assurance of the nature suggested was given at any time to the 
Arab leaders. In a White Paper published by the British Government 
in June, 1922, the statement was formally contradicted and disproved. 
He would quote the relevant passage : 

“It is not the case, as has been represented by the Arab Delegation, that 
during the War His Majesty’s Government gave an undertaking’ that an 
independent national government should be at once established in Palestine. 
This representation mainly rests upon a letter dated 24th October, 1915, from 
Sir Henry McMahon, then His Majesty's High Commissioner in Egypt, to the 
Sheriff of Mecea, now King Hussein of the Kingdom of the Hejaz. That 
letter is quoted as conveying the promise to the Sheriff of Mecca to recognise 
and support the independence of the Arabs within the territories proposed by 
him. But this promise was given subject to a reservation made in the same 
letter, which excluded from its scope, among other territories, the portions 
of Syria lying to the west of the district of Damascus. This reservation has 
always been regarded by His Majesty's Government as covering the vilayet 
of Beirut and the independent Sanjak of Jerusalem. The whole of Palestine 
west of the Jordan was thus excluded from Sir H. McMahon's pledge.” 


“When I was High Commissioner in Palestine,” said Sir Herbert, 
“T had an opportunity of discussing this matter with King Hussein, 
when he came on a visit to Transjordan. He dwelt upon the alleged 
British assurances; but the text of the documents did not support 
him. In view of the question raised as to the nght interpretation of 
that text, I had personally satisfied myself that the British represen- 
tatives who had been principally concerned in the negotiations with 
Hussein in 1915 had no doubt that Palestine west of the Jordan was 
intended to be excluded from the Arab sphere. 


Historic ‘‘Jewish Chroniole’’ Interview 


“This is confirmed by the attitude of the Arab delegation at the 
Peace Conference. It was headed by the Emur Feisal, third son 
of King Hussein, afterwards himself King of Iraq. During the 
negotiations, he was in close touch with Dr. Weizmann and _ his 
colleagues, representing the Zionist Organisation, and in March, 1919, 
he wrote a public letter expressing his warm sympathy with the 
Zionist Movement and his desire for close co-operation. Later in that 
vear, some misunderstanding arose owing to the terms of an interview 
with Feisal which had appeared in Tue Jewisn Curonicie, and I had 
taken steps to remove it.” Sir Herbert proceeded to give the following 
translation of Feisal’s letter. It was written in French, addressed from 
“Peace Conference: Secretariat of the Hejaz Delegation, Paris,” and 
dated December 10th, 1919: 


“Dear Mr. Samuel: I have been very glad to learn that you had taken 
the opportunity of the second anniversary in commemoration of the Balfour 
Declaration to dissipate the misunderstanding created by the publication of 
the interview with me in the newspaper, THe Jewish CHRONICLE, last month. 
I am firmly convinced that the mutual confidence established between us, 
and the perfect accord in our point of view, which has permitted a perfect 
understanding between Dr. Weizmann and myself, will prevent similar mis- 
understandings in future, and will maintain that harmony between us which 
is so necessary for the success of our common cause. Accept, dear Sir, the 
assurance of my highest consideration.—Feisal.” 


Position of Transjordan 


“It is impossible,” declared Sir Herbert, “that a letter should have 
been written in such terms by the authorised representative of the 
Arab Movement if there had been at that time any real sense of 
grievance against the policy which was being pursued, or any feeling 
that the Balfour Declaration was itself a violation of pledges that had 
previously been given to the leaders of that Movement. But if it 
was clear that the assurances did not apply to Palestine west of the 
Jordan, it was equally clear that they did apply to the territory to 
the east. That is why the Balfour Declaration could not have been 
extended to Transjordan. There is sometimes criticism in Zionist 
quarters against the British Government for not encouraging Jewish 
immigration into that territory. It has even been suggested that there 
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must be some secret antagonism that deters action which would be 
so Gbviously useful in helping to relieve both the pressure of Jewish 
population on the western side and the backwardness and poverty that 
prevail on the eastern. The reason is very simple and quite different. 
The same fidelity to pledges which makes Britain uphold the policy 
of the Balfour Declaration within Western Falestine forbids its exten- 
sion beyond, except by a new agreement. This view was, indeed, 
formally endorsed by the Council of the League of Nations; on 
September 16th, 1922, at the suggestion of the British Government, 
the Council declared that the several provisions of the Mandate for 
Palestine that related to the Jewish National Home were inapplicable 
to Transjordan, the geographical boundaries of which were specified at 
the same time, It 1s quite clear that, if Jewish immigration into 
Transjordan is to be encouraged, it can only be with the prior consent 
of the Arab authorities there.” 

Proceeding to deal with post-War Palestine, Sir Herbert spoke of 
the task that faced him as High Commissioner. 

On the whole, the course he had pursued was appreciated by the 
Arabs and approved by the Jews. But both remained somewhat 
uneasy throughout, and sometimes suspicious. Much alarm had been 
created among the. Arabs by the use by Zionists-of such phrases: as 
“Palestine is to be as Jewish as England is English,” or “The land 
without a people for the people without a land.” But gradually the 
ditheulties were overcome, and by 1925 the Colonial Secretary, Mr. 
Amery, was able to report to the Imperial Conference assembled in 
London that: “there has been a great moprovement in the political 
situation Perfect tranquillity has been preserved alongside of a 
situation of the gravest unrest in Syria. Development has been very 
marked in recent years.” 


Problem of Ropresontativ2 Administration 


since then, under the admunistrations of Lord Plumer, Sir John 
Chancellor and Sur Arthur Wauchope, the development had contimued, 
although with set-backs. The Progress heen 
striking. The political progress had been less marked. Neither his 
own efforts, nor those of his successors, to establish a representative 
element in the Government had vet succeeded. The administration 
was still conducted entirely by officials, with no formal constitutional 
hnk with the people—a state of things which was unhealthy and 
unsatisiactory. And the tension between the two elements in the 
population, greatly intensified as it was by the senous nots and 
massacres of 1929, had not vet been allayed. This was still the maim 
problem. It toust comniand the. earnest attention of all the’ well- 
wishers of Palestine, and must not for a moment be overlaid by the 
satisfaction that was naturally felt at the rapid matenal development 
of the country, it development that had exceeded all forecasts. All 
this material Progress had been made possible only by the allhance of 
those two forees—Jewry and Britain. (Applause.) , The Jews had 
brought energy, intelligence, and etheient manual labour, together with 
a stream of capital that could only be measured in tens of millions of 
pounds. Britain had provided a Government with all the resources 
of a great Empire behind it; trained and upright administrators; 
methods of rule tested in many lands during many generations ; public 
security ; sound money; ample capital for works of development; and 
the stability that came from military and naval power in the 
background. 

The combination had enabled the Palestine enterprise to be con- 
ducted without cost to:the British Exchequer. With the exception of 
some small grants from the Colomal Development Fund; m which 
Palestine shared on an equal footing with the British Colomes, the 
British taxpayer proyided no funds for Palestine. On the civil 
administration, nothing had been spent from British funds from the 
beginning; on the contrary, Palestine had paid to the British 
Exchequer a sum of a million pounds in respect of railways and other 


works constructed by the Army during the War—one of the very few 


re-imbursements .of that kind which the Treasury had enjoyed. The 
whole cost of the garrison was defrayed in earlier years by the British 
taxpayer, but now capital expenditures for that purpose, and all 
extra cost incurred through the units of the garrison being stationed 
in Palestine instead of in Great Britain, were being met from Palestine 
funds. There had been a Parliamentary guarantee to enable two loans, 
of modest amounts, to be raised by the Palestine Government for 
purposes of development, but there was hardly the most distant risk 
that any call would be made upon the guarantor. Thus Palestine 
had become self-supporting. British interests had been served, and 
the British taxpayer had not been burdened. Both partners in the 
enterprise had gained; while the Arab population had not suffered, 
but had gained also; and the States neighbouring Palestine had gained 
as well. (Applause.) 

All this material progress was excellent. But these things could be 
achieved almost anywhere. One thing could be achieved in Palestine 
alone. That was the flowering once again of the Jewish spint. To 
serve the cause of knowledge—of philosophy, of science and of the 
humanities—that was the aum. And perhaps out of the soul of a 
re-born Palestine there might come once again a great religious 
message, the new message for which their modern world, confused and 
anxious, was watching and waiting. If that should be, then, indeed, 
history would reeord that the helpful co-operation of Britain with 
Jewry in these latter days would have been justified abundantly. 


Sir Ronald Storrs on Kashrut 


Sir RonaLp Srorrs told the gathering that he thought that of 
all the people in that hall, he had visited more Synagogues in far- 
away lands than anybody else. When he was in Jerusalem, he took a 
great interest in certain portions of the Jewish ritual, among others, 
of Shechita.

GREEN CROSS SOCIETY LUNCHEON 


SIGNIFICANCE OF THE JUBILEE PLANTATION 


A luncheon of the Green Cross Society was he!ld on Thursday m 
last week. The President of the Society, Lord Tavistock, presided 
and the speakers included the Bishop of Gloucester (Dr. Headlam) 
and Professor G. M. Trevelyan, O.M. 

Lord Melchett, putting forward the claims of the King George V 
Jubilee Forest in Palestine, described the urgency of afforestation in 
that land. Owing to the denuding of the land of trees, streams had 
been dried up, rainfall had been changed and the entire soil 
impoverished. That process could and would be reversed by planting 
trees. To the Jew returning to Palestine, who knew through his 
Bible that the land was in former times enriched by many great and 
beautiful trees, the determination to restore its former physical glory 
was an essential part of his faith in the future of Palestine. Lord 
Melchett declared that a somety hke the Green Cross, which repre- 
sented a group of men and women who loved and appreciated flowers 
and trees and knew the significance of natural beauty as an approach 
to the most spiritual aspect of life, would readily understand and sym- 
pathise with the Jewish efforts in this direction. It formed yet another 
link which bound them with the English people. The British Govern- 
ment had played a certain part in the re-afforestation of Palestine, 
and they rejoiced to know that a million and three quarter trees had 
already been planted in that land. The Forest which was to be planted 
in the name of His Majesty King George had real spiritual sigmificance. 
It demonstrated to the world that they beheved im the continuity of 
their work and that they had confidence, since without confidence 
peoples did not plant forests. 

They believed, continued. Lord Melchett, that they would do their 
share in their generation in the building up of the Holy Land and in 
the hberating of their tortured and oppressed brethren. Lord Melchett 
expressed the hope that members of the Green Cross Somety would 
interest themselves in the Balfour Forest which had been planted in 
memory of that great British Statesman. The whole area of thé 
Balfour Forest had, in the short space of time since the trees were 
planted, changed, while the saplings, “some of which were planted 
by my late father,’ Lord Melchett recalled, “ are beginning to. take 
on the air of a real forest.” They were heartened in their task by the 
high-manded attitude of people in this country who realised the import- 
ance to mankind of beauty. In an age of increasing leisure and 
prosperity to which they looked forward, nothing was more essential 
and more fundamental than the beauty of nature, which, as expressed 
m the life of the tree, earned on from one generation to another the 
spiritual continuity of a nation.

SUPPORT NEEDED FOR JEWISH AGENCY 


Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches addressed a public meeting at the 
Willesden Distnct Synagogue Hall, Herbert Gardens, on Sunday evening 
on ** The Jewish Agency for Palestine.’’ The meeting was arranged by 
the Brondesbury and Cricklewood Zionist Cirele (Bareai). The Rev. M. 
Spica presided. 

Rabbi Dr. Daiches, in the early part of his lecture, dealt with con- 
ditions in the world to-day. The speeches made by some English Bishops 
at the Church Assembly protesting against the Nazi persecution of the 
Jews were testimony to the gh-mindedness of Englishmen. They had 
spoken as could only men imbued with the ideals of the Bible. 

Speaking of the Jewish Agency, Dr. Daiches said that it was stated 
that the Agency was negligently treated in some quarters. The Jewish 
Agency meant getting more and more Jewish people in the great Zionist 
temple.

Denmark and the Refugees 


PROGRESS IN HACHSHARAH 


[From Our ] 

Thanks to Mr. Benjamin Slor (a native of Palestine now resident 
in Copenhagen) and to the helpful attitude of the Danish authorities, 
the Hachsharah Movement has made steady progress in Denmark 
ever since the spring of 1933, when the first large contingent of German, 
Polish and staatenlos Chalutzim from Germany were admitted to 
Denmark with one year’s permit for agricultural training. 

__. Of the 536 Chalutzim who have come to’ Denmark, 230 have 
already gone to Palestine, 216 are still here and the remaining 90 have 
either proceeded to other Hachsharah centres or are acting as group 
leaders in various parts of the world. The Chalutzim are placed singly 
or in couples as unpaid farm pupils, who give their work in return for 
tuition, board and lodging. The girls are taught poultry-farming, 
house-work and market-gardening. 

Chalutzim are scattered all over Jutland and the Danish Isles, 
but, in order to give them an opportunity of meeting and of pursuing. 
their Hebrew and other communal studies, they have, wherever 
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possible, been placed on neighbouring farms, so as to form groups or 
* Chalutz centres.” 

The Danish-Jewish German Relief Fund, aided by grants fro, 
the British Central Fund and the American Joint Distribution Cor. 
mittee of Paris, has defrayed the cost of supplying such necessities a. 
health-insurance, travelling expenses and working clothes—the averay, 
cost per head amounting to £1 a month. The sinall Community | 
Jews in Denmark—some 6,000 in all—have maintained q soup-kitche 
for refugees in Copenhagen, besides assisting them in other ways. T)). 
Danish Lodge of the B’nai B'rith has collected £2,200 towards sencd- 
ing German-Jewish children to Palestine, and for the last two yeai 
has invited 120 German-Jewish children to spend three weeks in « 
summer camp near Elsmore.

pered by lack of immigration certificates for those forty to fift, 
Chalutzim who have completed their year’s training and whose Danis), 
permits cannot be extended indefinitely. 


Tribute to the Mandate 


Mr. J. L. Cohen, Hon. Secretary of the Poale Zion movement, 
addressed a meeting arranged by the Zionist Central Council of Manchester 
and Salford in the Midland Hotel, last Sunday, on “ Prospects and Progress 
in Palestine.” He emphasised three important factors which, he said, 
that country owed to the British Government. 

First : the prestige of Britain, coupled with the knowledge that British 
cruisers were always within a day's reach of Haifa Harbour, was of the 
greatest importance. Another boon made possible by Britain was the 
fact that the paper currency was backed not by gold but by Colonial and 
British securities. Again, Palestine’s possession of the most honest, 
disinterested, and reliable civil service in the Near East was a fact which 
helped substantially to good Government and prosperity. 


The German Transfer Agreement

Sir,—-The speech made by Mr. P. Druiff at the last meeting of the 
Board of Deputies on the subject of the transfer ef German capital to 
Palestine, as reported in your columns, contains several erroneous and 
misleading statements, which are too serious to be allowed to pass 
unchatlevged and uncorrected. 

Mr. Druiff is mistaken in believing that the ** Haavarah” was set up 
in order to obviate the ill effects of “* the unrestricted import of iudustrial 
goods” into Palestine. The ** Haavarah ” was established because of the 
currency export restrictions in Germany, which made it necessary to 
create an additional supply of foreign currency in order to enable the 
large number of Jewish woukl-be emigrants to Palestine to liquidate their 
assets and transfer their proceeds. 

The German Government has not “* unilaterally changed the basis 
of this Agreement.” But the “’ Haavarah ” itself, as reported in your last 
issue, has had to make certain changes in the methods of paying out 
funds owing to the fact that the total value of the assets awaiting transfer 
to Palestine is far in excess of the value of the purchase of German goods 


made through the agency of the “* Haavarah,’’ and it is obviously neces- 


sary that primary consideration should be given to those waiting for the 
first £1,000 to enable them to obtain their immigration certificates. 

It is not a fact, withont qualification, that **German Jewish immi- 
grants had, sincé the antumn of 1934, been forced to take an increasing 
proportion of this £1,000 allotted to them in the form of goods.” It is only 
persons whose parents or children had already received £1,000 in 
currency from the Reichsbank who have been obliged since the autumn 
of 1954 to transfer their £1,000 in the form of goods. The reason given by 
the Keichsbank for this modification is that the purchase of German 
goods by Palestine outside the operations of the **‘ Haavarah” does not 
furnish it with a sufficient amount of currency to meet the requirements 
of all applicants for £1,000, . 

Mr. Druiff has blaundered badly in dealing with the figures relating to 
the transfer of German capital in the first four months of 1935, as given 
in the Report of the Central Bureau for the Settlement of German Jews. 
He stated that in those four months there were 733 German Jews who 
were admitted into Palestine with £1,000 or nore, and then pointed out 
that in the same period the amount of confirmations issued by the Central 
Bureau in Palestine for the payment of cash to immigrants amounted only 
to £117,000, He thereupon argued that the latter sum should have been 
£733,000, and maintained that the difference of about £616,000 ** could 
only have been imported in the form of goods.” He has fallen into a 
double error: first, he has assumed that the number 733 represents so 
many individual owners of £1,000 each, whereas it represents the owners 
of £1,000 plus their dependents, or the total number of souls admitted 
under the capitalist. category ; and secondly, he has entirely overlooked 
the fact, which is shown plainly enough in the Report, that the confirma- 
tions totalling £117,539 were given in respect of only 145 persons, 

It is clear from the double blunder that Mr. Druiff has made in regard 
to the foregoing figures that his ingenious and elaborate calculation of the 
amount of goods imported into Palestine this year is both false and futile. 

In the latter part of his speech, Mr. Druiff repeated his allegation that 
the German Government is forcing the Jewish emigrant ‘* to take £1,000 
out of Germany only in the form of German goods.” This allegation is 
unfounded. The fact is that the Reichshbank provides 250,000 marks per 
month for allotment to applicants for £1,000 of currency, and, owing to 
the very large number of accumulated applications, the ** Haavardah ” has 
also undertaken to furnish intending emigrants with £1,000 of currency 
before transferring the capital of emigrants in excess of that amount. 

Mr. Druiff made the remarkable statement that “ financially Jews. 
from the British Empire were the main source of contributions flowing to, 
the Jewish National Fund and other organisations in Palestine, and 
therefore British interests had some right to be considered.” The fact is- 
that the Jews of the United States have contributed financially far more 
than those of the British Empire. What, therefore, becomes of the basis of. 
his plea on behalf of British interests? The extent of British trade: 
cannot be made dependent upon British Jewry’s contribution to the. 
Jewish National Home ; its expansion must depend upon the activity and 
the enterprise of British manufacturers themselves. 

Mr. Druiff’s allusion to an “‘ eventual breakdown in the economic 
structure of Palestine” is a fantastic speculation which is understandable’ 
only in the light-of his various misrepresentations. '" ee 
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“A Wrong Nineteen Centuries Old’ 


Intentions of the Balfour Declaration 
ADDRESS BY MR. S. LANDMAN 


A meeting to inaugurate a North-West Branch of the “New Zionist” 
Organisation was held on Sunday evening at 81, St. Gabriels Road, 
(Cricklewood by permission of Mr. and Mrs. 8. Gasson. Dr. M. Schwartz- 
man. member of the World Executive of the “New Zionist ” 
Organisation, presided, and an address on “ New Light on the Balfour 
Declaration” was delivered by Mr. 8S. Landman. 

Mr. Landman said that the Balfour Declaration was not given out 
£ sentimental love of tae Jewish people, but was actually a contract given 
-» the Jewish people in exchange for certain political advantages to the 
Alles during the. most eritical period of the War vears. Mr. Landman 
proceeded to unfold the history of the events that led to the Declaration. 
i nfortunately, he said, there was prevalent in the Colomml! Office to-day 
the opimion that there was no question of a Jewish State in Palestine, 
and, secondly, that Arab claims to Palestine were on the same basis as 
Jewish claims. In order to put an end to the conception of Palestine as 
» charitable institution, a refugee asylum, which was not necessarily a 
Jewish National Home, let them consider what Lord Balfour had tn mund 
when he issued his Declaration. In May, 1918, Lord Balfour described 
the Declaration as ** an attempt to nght a wrong nineteen centuries old.” 
In September, 1918, Balfour wrote in his introduction to Sokolow’s 
History of Ziomsm: ‘It is not merely that large numbers of Jews 
would thus find a refuge from religious and social persecution; but that 
they would bear corporate responsibilities and enjoy corporate oppor- 
tunities... . they can never possess as citizens of a non-Jewish State.’’ 
That, and other quotations from Lord Balfour, prove conclusively that 
what he had in mind was the creation of a Jewish State trom which 
Zionist leaders had subsequently fallen away. 


Questions to Mr. James Maicolm 

Continuing, Mr. Landman said that he had addressed questions to 
Mr. James Malcolm, who, with the late Sir Mark Svkes, was the person 
mainly instrumental in bringing about an agreement between the British 
Government and the Zionist Organisation which led to the promulgation 
of the Balfour Declaration. These questions were intended to elucidate : 
(1) what was promised to the Jewish people in consideration for their 
help: (2) whether the Arabs were informed and agreed to Palestine 
becoming a Jewish State: (3) whether Sir Herbert Samuel acted as an 
intermediary between the Zionists and the Bntwh Government: 
(4) the truth of the legend that Dr. Weizmann had asked that Palestine 
might be given to the Jews in return for his services in the invention of 
explosives at the Admuralty. Mr. Malcolin’s replies read: ‘* Palestine 
was to be given to the Jews just as Arabia was to be given to the Arabs 
and Armenia to the Armenians .... The Jews were to have every help 
and opportunity, facility and protection to build up Palestine into a 
Jewish State."’ On the second poimt, Mr. Malcolm rephed: ‘* Colonel 
Lawrence took me to see Feisal when he was staying ih London. Feisa! 
was quite liberal minded, magnanimous and honest about the bargain 
that had been made. He said he respected and appreciated Jewish 
National Sentiment and admitted the justice of the Zionist Claims to 
Terntorml Nationality in Palestine . . that is a Jewtsh State living in 
harmony with one or more Arab States or a Federation of Arab States. 
He agreed that Arab Territories were large enough for Arabs without 
Palestine, which had been promised to the Jews." On the third point, 
Mr. Malcolm answered that the first mention he had met with of Sir 
Herbert's having acted as an intermediary was in a letter to Tur Times 
from Lord Brentford (then Sir William Joynson-Hicks) dealing with the 
Rutenberg Coreession. Mr. Malcolm had written to Tue Tres 
(June i7th, 1922) correcting the statement. His correction had’ never 
been challenged. Mr. Asquith, in his memorrs, Mr. Maleolm further 
pointed out, stated that Sir Herbert Samuel had presented a memoran- 
dum which was not taken seriously and pigeonholed. ‘‘ I understand,”’ 
wrote Mr. Malcolm, ‘.1t was a wholly mnocuous document.’ On the 
fourth point Mr. Malcolm replred: ‘* Weizmann told me that for his 
services to the Admiralty he had-asked in the event of the Allied victory 
he should be granted a concession in Palestine. This shows the state of 
mind Ziomsts were in then because they had not decided which side to 
back until I pointed out the way.’’ ‘“* This very beautiful story,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Landman, “ ts, therefore, a legend and deserves to remain 
a legend in Jewish annals because in substance it is true and because 
Dr. Weizmann was and is first and foremost a Zionist.”’ 
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They had to ask themselves whether the lida of Dr. Weizmann 
would take them to the goal they all desired. Fifteen years of Weizmann 
policy, blindly followed, through the gratitude arid affection of the Jewish 
people, had led them astray and not towards the Jewish State. Five 
years ago Dr. Weizmann had confessed that he was working for a bi- 
national State. In a wave of protest he lost the Presidency of the Ziomst 
Organisation. He had now been re-elected at the Lucerne Congress with 
the first result that three quarters of a million voters had refused to 
follow him and had joined the ‘‘New Zionist’’ Organisation which declares 
unequivocally that it is working for a Jewish State on both sides of the 
Jordan. 

‘Hush Hush’’ in the Zionist Organisation 

He attributed, said Mr. Landman, the ignorance on the part of the 
general public as to the real state of affairs to the policy of hush-hush 
and compromise adopted by the Zionist Organisation. Why was it .not 
possible to bring the Jewish question before the League of Nations except 
as a question of rehef for refugees? They were sometimes told that 
Avonsts should say nothing about a Jewish State and leave things to 
develop, but by their silence Jews were allowing their case to go by 
default, were permitting Great Britain, ‘which had many other and 
pressing problems, to shelve their promise to the Jews and were weakening 
the hope and energy of the Jewish people. The plight of the 500,000 
Jews in Germany deserved as much public interest as did that of the 
Abyssimans. If Mr. James MacDonald had been in touch with the Jewish 
masses instead of with a few wealthy Jews he would have approached 
the League im different terms to the begging method he had adopted, 
and the blame for this must rest with the leaders of Jewry who had 
advised him and who were themselves conipletely out of touch with the 
Jewish masses. They must restore the Herzlian pride to Zionism and that 
they would find in the ** New Zionist ’’ Organisation. 

Dr. M. Schwartzman said that the Jewish State in 
their fundamental goal. They had no justification for creating merely a 
new Ghetto m Palestine. If Hebrew culture was the aim of the Zionist 
Organisation, they could, with a tenth of their present budget, ensure that 
every child in Whitechapel be taught Hebrew and could even found a 
University there. But that would not be Zionism. Ninety-five per cent.

Revisionists and Italy 
From Professor 8. BRODETSKY 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisn Curonicie 


Sirn,—T notice in your last issue a reference to an alleged statement 


by myself at the Women’s International Zionist Organisation Conference 
with regard to the Revisionist attitude towards the Italians in the present 
crisis. In order to avoid any misunderstanding, I should like to make it 
clear that what. I actually said in the course of mv speech was that 
** Jewish internal dissension enabled non-Jews to play off one section of 
Jewry against the other,”’ and instanced Tue Times’ report, which con- 
trasted the alleged attitude of the Zionists and of the Revisionists in the 
present international conflict, and which suggested that ‘“‘whereas the 
4iontsts were pro-British, the Revisionists were pro-Italian.’”’ In my 
speech, I expheitly welcomed the Revisionist denial of this report, and 
stated that I accepted fully the correction made by them. but vnfor- 
tunately, so far as the effect of the whole incident on British public opinion 
was concerned, the denial did not mean a hundredth of what Tue Tres’ 
report had meant. I added that this is what comes from divided Jewish 
efforts. I did not suggest in my speech, nor did I make any innuendo 
which might suggest that Tue Times report was correct. I simply 
deplored the damage caused by Jewish internal dissension. which could 


result in the appearance of a report of the type referred to, and which 
could only do harm to the Zionist Cause.

The Next Immigration Schedule 


NEEDS OF THE YISHUV 
[From our Correspondent —JERUSALEM | 


Although two months have nearly elapsed since the date upon 
which the Jewish Agency's bi-annual immigration schedule should 
have been announced, nothing is yet known of the Agency's request 
for labour, or of the Government's reply. According to one report, 
the investigations and negotiations are still proceeding. The Agency 
has received an advance of 1,000 certificates on account of the 
current schedule. No explanation has, however, been given for the 
delay in publication of the total granted. 

During the past ten months, there has been a total Jewish 
immigration and settlement in Palestine of over 50,000, which is 
more than 8,000 increase over the aggregate for the whole of 1934. 
At least 50 per cent. of the newcomers in 1935 were of the labour 
category. The fact that they have been absorbed into local 
economic life, and there is no evidence of any large unemployment, 
is the obvious indication that their number was needed. According 
to reliable information, which your correspondent has obtained 
from an authoritative source, the capacity of the Yishuv during the 
present quota period is judged as between 15,000 to 20,000 certificates, 
which ordinarily would mean double or triple that figure, because 
each labour certificate indicates a family of two or three. That 
the Government autborisation will be just about a half of the Jewish 
estimate, either slightly under or slightly over, ‘has become an 
established formula in its immigration assessments. 

Steady Demand for Labour 

There are ample indications, howéver, that Jewish labour in 
agriculture, industry, public works, and capital undertakings is 
needed as urgently as at any other period of cconomic development. 
The Levant Fair, for instance, is expanding and will be roughly 
25 per cent. larger in scope to judge from its announcements. The 
Histadrut’s Labour Contracting Bureau, which undertakes state, 
municipal and private jobs, has a number of important contracts on 
band which require a large increase ofits labour personnel. Far 
from abating, the housing. industry in Tel-Aviv and Haifa parti- 
cularly, not to mention Jerusalem now that a real water supply is 
almost in sight, demands more and more men to keép pace with the 
requirements of newcomers. Industry, too, is progressing steadily. 

The difficulties of the Government in forming its semi-annual 
estimate of the Jewish population's capacity for further absorption 
should not be under-estimated. No other country bas probably 
ever witnessed the phenomenon of a political viewpoint being 
allowed to weigh almost equally with economic necessities in 
formulating an immigration policy. 


Terrorist Activities 


The report that the gang responsible for the murder of Sergeant 
Rosenfeld was a terrorist body, would mean that a racial objective has 
been set up by these men—that of making murderous sallies against 
the Jewish population in the north.

BREAKING UP TERRORIST GANG 


RIOTS AT FUNERAL 


Two members of the second Arab terrorist gang, said to be 
composed of radical youths, which the Palestine police have been 
seeking since the murder of Sergeant Moshe Rosenfeld, have been 
arrested, the police stated on Sunday. 

The first gang was broken up when five of its members and 


- Rh. C. V. Mott, a British constable, were killed in a pitched battle 


with the police in the hills of Gilboa last week. The leader 
of the gang, Sheikh Ezzdin, who was among the killed, was the 
leader of the Moslem Young Men's Association in Haifa. Five other 
Arabs were arrested after this encounter. 

The Arab Youth in Haifa made an attempt on Thursday of last 
week to give a national aspect to the funeral of the terrorists shot 
by the police. A crowd of 2,000 attacked and wounded British 
police officers and constables, injuring two of them seriously. 
They also broke windows and doors at the Central Police Statiou 
and the windows of the Jewish-owned glass factory. 

incitement by Arab Press 

Astonishment is expressed in British and Jewish circles aud 
among Arab merchants at the Government's apparent tolerance of 
the incitements which are appearing in the Arab Press against law 
and order, as well as af the action of the authorities in permitting 
the public funeral of the five Arabs. It is pointed out thafé the 
funeral was turned into a campaign against Great Britain, and has 
resulted in serious disturbances and in several British police officers 
receiving injuries. 

The Arab paper, FALASTIN, last Friday hinted that Sheikh 
Ezzdin was connected with Palestine Communists. In spite of this 
mimission, the Arab Press continues to call for action against the 
Government, identifying the Arab population with the gang of 
terrorists and stating that “if they killed brigands yesterday, then 
we are all brigands.” 

A delegation representing the five Arab parties paid a visit to Sir 
Arthur Wanchope on Monday. The delegation presented a memorandum 
demanding (according to the Arab press) the introduction of a democratic 
government, the prohibition of further sales of land to Jews, the entire 
suspension of Jewish immigration and the confiscation of arms in the 
possession of Jews. 

It is reported that the High Commissioner replied that he was trans- 
mitting the memorandum to the Colonial Office and that he was ready to 
carry out the plan of establishing a Legislative Council this winter. 

The Arab leaders, however, are not satisfied with the High Commis- 
sioner’s reply, because they consider that it shows no change in British 

policy. A meeting of Arab parties has, therefore, been called for next 
Monday to consider what further steps are to be taken.

Contacts With Anglo-Jewry

Tn the recent review of the War letters o! General Monash in these 
columns. reference was made to extracts from one of the letters in 
which the General relates an incident of one of my visits to his head- 
quarters during the time he commanded the Australian Army Corps.

Livision. I thought this intimation would at least have put me in 
touch with Anglo-Jewry.” 

[ assured hun that Anglo-Jewry were proud of his achievements 
and the seemmg negligence might be attributed to the fact that many 
whe would have liked to offer hospitality felt that somebody 
else had already done so. To this he replied: “ Well, there it is, and 
Lt am sorry because I have felt rather lonely and ignored each time 
I have visited London during leave.” 

On my return to London on leave, I mentioned the matter to the 
late Sir Adolph Tuck. Both he and Lady Tuck at once decided to 
remedy this oversight and asked me to invite the General to their 
house to dinner to meet representatives of Anglo-Jewry. I need 
hardly say the General was delighted to accept,.and the dinner was a 
tnemorable one im many respects. The General now felt that he was 
at home with Anglo-Jewry, and during his residence in London after 
the Armistice, he identified himself in many ways with communal 
affairs. 

Sur John Monash was a genius in strategy and tactics. He would 
have made an ideal Commandant of the British Staff College. He was 
a living exainple of what a Jew should be. He was a proud Jew and 
a loval ertizen of Austraha. He showed his loyalty in a practical way 
by devoting lus life and service to the Volunteer Forces of Australia. 
He felt it was the duty of every young Jew to show his patriotism in 
this way. Here is an example to the modern youth of Anglo-Jewry.

From Mr. S. ADLER (President, Beth Hamedrash Hagode!l Synaqog 
To the Editor of THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE 


| Sin,—I strongly resent on behalf of my Congregation the remarks 
that we have a dwindling membership and that we have been compelled 
to relieve ourselves of our Synagogue by disposing of it to the Salvation 
Army. 

The Beth Hamedrash Hagodel is one of the oldest congregations in 
the city, having been in existence for over sixty-five vears, Among its 
members for many years have been the leaders of local communal work, 
almost every communal institution having been originally founded by 
ventlemen who had the honour of being members of our Congregation. 
Among these I would in particular mention the Leeds Talmud Torah 
which was founded by the Beth Hamedrash Hagodel, and the school 
fer a great number of years was housed in premises belonging to this 
Synagogue. Thecreation of the Board of Shechita was also largely due 
to the efforts of the Beth Hamedrash Hagotlel and to their Ray. the 
worthy Rabbi Daiches. We maintain our own Rabbi and we also possess 
our own burial ground. Our present membership exceeds two hundred 
aml we see ho reason why, because we may not see eye to eve with the 
so-called accredited leaders,” we should be compelled to lose ou 
identity and our great traditions. 

We were not compelled to dispose of our property to the Salvation

Last season the Leeds team fought its way to the final of the 
local league Intermediate Cup competition, and would probably have 
carned off the trophy had their players from Palestine been able to assist 
them. Very favourable comment was made of the club in the local Press.

(1) Cruiser-weight Champion of the University of Liverpool; (2) 
Heavyweight Champion of the University of Liverpool; (3) Cruiser-weight 
Champion of Lancashire and Cheshire; (4) Heavyweight Champion of the 
Northern Universities; and (5) Heavyweight Champion of the Universities 
of Great Britain and the United Hospitals. 

‘*Apart from these championships I won the heavyweight in the ‘Christy 
Cup’ Competition between the Universities of Liverpool, Manchester and 
Leeds and was successful in a number of open matches. Last April I visited 
Palestine with the British team to take part in the World Jewish Games at 
Tel-Aviv. I had the pleasure of acting as captain to the boxing team, and 
won the heavywerght title of the Games.”’ 

When asked about the future of his boxing career and his opinion of 
the noble art as a sport, Luntz said: ‘* It might seem funny, but I have 
no particular amlmntion im my boxing career. This does not mean that I am 
not interested imit, but only so far as perfecting my style 1s concerned. 
The glamour of the ring, and the holding of championships leaves me cold. 
I box because I hke to box, and there 1s no one who enjoys a good clean 
scrap more than I do. Boxing is just a sport to me, but it is the finest 
game there is for any young man to take up, and the little I have done of 
it has taught me a great deal, and, above all, the true value of sportsman- 
ship. Even if this was the only thing I had learnt from it I would be satisfied, 
for 1t was with that intention to play the game that I took up the noble art. 
So you see I really attained my ambition, if that 1s what one could call it. 
I would like to thank Tue Jewisn Curonic_e for permitting me to pay this 
tribute to the sport.” 

Luntz is captain of the University of Liverpool Boxing Club, and is 
extremely popular with his fellow students in the University.

IMPORTANCE OF MARGINAL ORE 


Phe outstandmg feature of the Witwatersrand as a whole, mn contradrstince- 
tion to other vold fields, was the huge quantity of marginal ore, ore which 
showed only a small margin of profit, which it contained. Whatever the price 
ot vold or the level of working costs, this maruinal ore was aways present. 
‘The aucmented price of cold had made pavable hundreds ot millions of tons 
of additional ore. This additional tonnage consisted almost entirely of ore 
in the marginal category and a great proportion of it, being in undeveloped 
areas, would require capital expenditure for its exploitation. Had there been 
no such thing as marwinal ore, if all the ore of the Witwatersrand had been 
either pavable at Sos. per oz. of else unpa yable at even 140s, per o7. that 1s, 
had the Witwatersrand not pPossesse: | any ores ol intermediate values—-then 
the increased price of wohl would have been only ol munor benefit to the 
country. 

The profits of the existing mines would have incréased by about eichteen 
million per Oi this sum bel the State would have 
taken one-half and shareholders would have been better off by some nine 
nulhon pounds per annum, rather under one-half of this ticure being distributed 
im this country. Few new mines would have been started and there would 
have been no extension to the lives of existing mines-—in tact, by this time, 
several mines Which were operating in 1032 would have shut down. There 
would have been a reduction imstead of an increase in employment: 
the general expenditure of the Industry would have been less and the ordinary 
citizen would hardly have detected any chanue in the condition of the country. 
Note the difference between this picture and what has actually happened; 
the starting up of the fourteen new mines and the extension of employment 
in existing ones, the wonderful prosperity and spirit of optimism which has 
deseended the Witwatersrand and throuvh it, upon the whole ofl South 
Airica, the wreat buildings and new tactories, the restoration of wawe cuts, 
electrilication of railways and swelling State and Provincial budgets, all of 
which have been almost entirely due to one thine and one thine only. 
and that is marginal ore. It was the existence of huge quantities of 
marginal ore which, unattractive at the old price of gold, were attractive at 
the new, which had transformed what might have been regarded simply as a 
substantial addition to shareholders’ dividends and a very useful relief for the 
taxpayer into a condition of prosperity to the whole.of South Africa. 

It was of the utmost importance for the future of the country that the 
position was fully understood, namely, that the explanation of the recent 
expansion of the mining industry and the general prosperity of the Union 
did not le in the extra prolits made by the mdustry, but rather in the vast 
quantity of low-grade ore which the lowering of the pay limit brought into the 
payable cateyory. It was to be hoped that the value of the country’s low- 
crade ore had been so conclusively demonstrated over the past three vears 
that im future no effort would be spared to encourage its exploitation, and, 
above all, that no artificial discouragement should be placed in the way of 
those who were prepared to provide capital to develop and work it. 


ANOMALY OF PRESENT POSITION 


One of the most trying features of mine taxation during the past three 
years had been the violence with which its incidence as between mine and 
mine had fluctuated.

Revelations of a Piaywright 
Mk. ELMER RICE “ REVUES” HIMSELF

Bliss Comes Home 
FINE Mtsic FOR STRING ORCHESTRA 


lor any work to sustain the thrill set up by Beethoven's most 
deliberately dramatic Concerto No. 4 is not to be expected, vet for 
me, at least, Arthur Bliss’s “° Music for String Orchestra” did 80 on 
Wednesday night. It was receiving its first Queen's Hall perform. 
ance, at the hands of the B.B.C. Orchestra, under Adrian Boult. Mr. 
Bliss has returned to traditionalism with every appearance of a 
burning faith init. This work evolves from the classical Concerto 
(;rosso through Elgars “Introduction and Allegro,” and emerges 
alive and kicking as an individual statement of modern thought. It 
isin the conventional (three movements—fast, slow, fast—but the form 
ofeach movement detiesconvention. Which is not to say that the 
movements are formless; their form can not only be analysed, it 
can be felt—which is much more important. The themes of the 
lirst movement in particular are decisive and are treated cleanly 
and contrapuntally. There is no attempt to show what can be 
done with strings, and we are spared all such devices as playing 
on the bridge and thumping the case to make a violin sound like 
anything but a violin. Perhaps the most interesting and exciting 
thing about it all is that it picks up where Elgar left off, thus 
suggesting that it was a hasty thought that Elgar closed an era and 
emerged nowhere. 


Bax's Sixth Symphony 


A GREAT DISAPPOINTMENT 

Those of us who have followed Arnold Bax's first five 
symphonies with increasing enthusiasm, received a set-back at the 
Queen's Hall last week, when the London Philharmonic Orchestra 
under Sir Hapfilton Harty, gave the first performance of his Sixth 
Symphony ia It is best to admit frankly that its whole concep- 
tion is quite unwOdfthy of the composer of Nos.3 and 5. In fact it is 
trite, and the mast that can be said in its favour is that the devices 
that were new in ~ The Garden of Fand” are exploited again with 
something like their original success. The thematical material is 
too fluid to convince one of its depth, and its straightforward 
harmonic treatment is in itself insufticient to sustain interest. “Its 
conciseness is perhaps its chief merit. though the common chord 
with which it concludes serves mainly to remind one of the 
chromatic wanderings of some of the scoring. ‘While listening to 
this symphony one felt, for almost the first time at a Bax work, that 
the composer had nothing to say. ;

SEE. the papers are commemorating the 

centenary of the birth of Andrew 

Carneme, who ts acclamied as the most 

generous man that ever lived—he gave 
away £75,000,000. Our frend Reuben would 
remind us that the word generous originally 
meant of noble birth. Carnegie was far from 
that. Someone, it is said, wrote to him and 
said he had worked out a genealogy proving 
that Carnegie was descended from King Bruce 
of Scotland.

We will 
leave to the economists and politicians the dis- 
cussion of the merits of a system under which 
aeman may possibly amass a fortune of 
seventy-five millon pounds and then have a 
few to spare. We may leave to the moralists 
to determine whether rt 1s really generosity to 
vive away millions nobody can possibly want 
for his own needs or luxuries. Let us just say 
a bnef word on generosity as it concerns 
ordinary people who have no mullons to play 
with. 


Rare? 


I notice with some surprise that there are 
writers who suggest that generosity isa rare 
virtue. Thus Pope says: “Many men have 
been capable of doing a wise thing, more a 
cunning thing, but very few a generous thing.” 
He was thinking not so much of liberality of 
giving as liberality of thought and deed. But 
whatever meaning be attached to the word, 
the virtue is one which Jews, as a whole, 
may claim for themselves. Contrary to popular 
gibes, they are not mean. They forgive 
wrongs easily, they go out of their. way to 
render a helping hand, they give freely to good 
causes. That is, taken in the mass. We all 
know individuals who are not generous in 
thought, who do not obey the ‘admonition : 


Beheve not each accusing tongue, 
As most weak persons do; 

But still believe that story wrong 
Which ought not to be true. 


The ideal combination is generosity with 
justice : “The generous who is always just, and 
the just who is always generous, may, 
unannounced, approach the throne of Heaven.” 
We find our clue in that all-embracing Hebrew 
word tsedaka, which means justice as well as 
generosity.

I found another more modern 
example of the same use of the word in Lock- 
hart’s Life of Sir Walter Scott: ‘Good advice 
is easily followed when it jumps with our own 
inclinations.’ 

‘*That'’s true, at any rate,”’ laughed Sonia.

means to marry in an informal way, but it has 
nothing to do with a broom. The word is an old 
North-country one, brom, meaning a horse’s bit, 
and the phrase is equivalent to ‘taking the bit 
between one’s teeth,’ or running away. Another 
curious phrase is ‘yump-short,’ used of mutton 
from sheep drowned in the fen ditches.””
